After the House Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee was granted power Fri- 
day to continue the inquiry, 
Representative John Bell 
Williams (Dem.), Mississippi, 
said it had been decided that 


funds earmarked for resuming 
investigative work would not 
be sought at once. 


This decision was denounced | 


today. as “ridiculous” by Rep- 
resentative John E. Moss 
(Bem.), California. 


Moss, a member of the spe- 
cial House subcommittee on 
legislative oversight whose in- 
vestigations last year led to 
the resignation of Sherman 
Adams as chief assistant to 
President Eisenhower, said a 
plan to resume the group’s 
work only on a very limited 
basis initially would be “an 
exercise in complete futility.” 

Would Draft Legislation. 

The plan to which Williams 
referred calls for no immediate 
investigation into alleged in- 
fluence-peddling, wire-pulling 
and favoritism in the Govern- 
ment’s independent regulatory 
boards and commissions, it was 


learned. 
Instead the Commerce Com- 
mittee, parent body of the) 


oversight subcommittee, would 
undertake first the task of 
drafting legislation providing 


criminal penalties for anyone 


who attempts to exert improper 
pressure on federal regulatory 
agencies. 

The critical question of 
whether to resume investigative 
activity would be put off until 
later, the Post-Dispatch was 


told. Equally important is the 
question of how any investiga-| 


tion that might be undertaken 
would be handled. It was 
learned that consideration is 
being given to conducting any | 
investigative proceedings| 
through one of the committee's 
standing subcommittees rather 
than through a special com- 
mittee. 
Urges Action Now. 


Expressing sharp dissatisfac- | 


tion with the procedure, Moss 
said he felt a broadened in- 


vestigation of federal regula- | 


tory agencies, which was rec- 
ommended by the oversight 
subcommittee in its final, re- 
port, should be undertaken at 
once. 

“Il certainly would not favor 


the kind of procedure that has | .. 


been reported,” he said. 


“There is considerable in- 
vestigative work that we 
should do,” he went on. “The 


work of the subcommittee is 
far from completed.” 

Moss indicated he would not 
favor handing the job of in- 
vestigation over to one or more 
of the standing subcommittees 
of the full Commerce Com- 
mittee. 

“None of the standing sub- 
committees has broad enough 
jurisdiction to do the job that 
needs to be done,” he asserted. 

“Creation of a special sub- 
committee is the most realistic 
way to handle the job.”

It takes read- 
ings automatically by telephone 
and feeds them to a billing ma- 
chine. The patentees are Cur- 
tis M. Cooper, a television serv- 
ice man in Binghamton, N.Y... 
and W. Arthur Sprague of 
Ithaca, N.Y. 

Cards are to be prepared at 
a utility company’s office, each 
punched with a customer's tele- 
phone number and his last 
month’s reading. Fed into a 
sending machine, the card 
dials the customer's telephone, 
but does not ring the bell. The 
connection opens a circuit to 
the meter, and the new read- 
ing is sent back by electric 
pulses and is punched in the 
card. The card moves along to 
the computing and billing ma- 
chine and a fresh card is pre- | 
pared for the next month.

Onetime Chief Aid of Pre. 
| mier Kassem Is Con- 
victed of Treason. 


| BAGHDAD, Iraq., Jan. 24 
(UPI)—Abdel Salam Aref, No, 
2 man in the revolt that over- 
threw the pro-Western Iraqi 
monarchy last July, has been 
tried and convicted of treason, 
it was announced today. 


The sentence was not imme- 
diately revealed. Rashid Aly 
Gailani, a former premier, 
was tried and convicted with 
Aref. 

A prosecutor for the govern- 
ment of Premier Kassem said 
a people’s court tried the men 
in secret. 

Aref had helped Kassem plot 
and carry out the overthrow of 
King Faisal last July 14. Last 
fall. Aref, who had been urging 
closer ties with the United 
Arab Republic of Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, suddenly was toppled 
from favor and appointed Am- 
bassador to West Germany. 

He later returned to Baghdad 
and it was announced late last 
vear that he had been accused 
of plotting against the regime 
of his old comrade. 

Military Prosecutor Moham- 
ed Amin said Kassem decided 
personally not to announce the 
trial of Aref or to reveal the 
details of the proceedings “in 
the interest of Arab solidarity.” 

Amin made the statement to 
a courtroom during the trial 
today of former Interior Min- 
‘ister Said Kazzaz, one of a 
‘long series of trials against 
' “enemies of the people.” 

Amin denounced Kazzaz as a 
butcher and demanded the 
death penalty. 

The courtroom burst into an 
anti - Egyptian demonstration 
and the prosecutor denounced 
Egyptian newspapers as “Roun- 
tree’s friends” — a reference 
to United States Under Secre- 
tary of State William Rountree, 
who was jeered by crowds 
when he visited Baghdad last 
month. The judge and specta- 
tors shouted against “Roun- 
tree’s slaves” and “false na- 
tionalists.”

GUATEMALA CITY, Jan.

BEGINS PAYING

ments on a long due $5000 
fine imposed in the United 
States District Court, the Post- 
Dispatch learned yesterday 


The clerk of the court has 
received three $200 checks 
since Oct 21 from Mrs. 


Muench, who now lives in Kan- 
sas City. The second payment 
was made Nov. 24 and the 
third Dec. 23. No explanation 
was made for the delay in pay- 
ments. 

The baby hoax case followed 
Mrs. Muench’s arrest and trial 
on charges of being the “fin- 
ger woman” in the ransom kid- 
naping of Dr. Isaac Dee Kelley 
Jr. Just before the trial, at 
which she was acquitted in 
1935, she and her husband, Dr. 
Ludwig O. Muench, announced 
the birth of a baby son 

It' was found later that the 
boy actually was the illegiti- 
mate child of a domestic. Dr. 
and Mrs. Muench and others 
were convicted, sentenced and 
fined for mail fraud conspira- 
cy. The Government contended 
the baby was used in a black- 
mail attempt. 

Mrs. Muench served — six 
years and nine months of a 10- 
year sentence. Her husband ob- 
tained a divorce and has re- 
married.

Creation of a municipal 
business development commis-

The meeting has been sched- 
uled for Wednesday at °7:30 
p.m. at the Board of Education 
building, 911 Locust street.

school officials have said. 


One suggestion which may be %

$1.51 on each $100 assessed 
property valuation. Voters ap- 
proved that rate for two years 
at an election last spring. 
Bruns said a property tax in- 


crease had been discussed in- ; 


formally by board members, 
although he has heard of no 
concrete proposal to increase 
the tax. 

Board members say the $1,- 
480,000 revenue loss is equiv- 
alent to a 9-cent reduction in 
the present tax rate. Thus, 
at: least that much of a tax 
rise would have to be sought 
to make up the impending def- 
icit. 

School officials said _ that 
should the tax rate hike propo- 
sition fail, the board would lose 
not only the proposed increase, 
but the $1.51 rate as well, The 
rate would revert to 89 cents, 
the maximum that can be 
levied without voter approval. 

Another solution that may be 
considered is a school earnings 
tax. The board's legislative 
committee has been studying 
the possibility of seeking au- 
thority from the Legislature to 
impose an earnings tax or to 
share in the city’s earnings tax, 
for which an increase is pro- 
posed 

Chances of getting the Leg- 
islature to approve a_ school 
earnings tax are slim, some 
board members have said. 

At the same time, East St 
Louis School District No. 189 
is facing the prospect of a 
school bond election for addi- 
tional construction and addi- 
tions to existing schools, 
Superintendent John H. Steu- 
ernagel said yesterday. 

Present enrollment in the 
district of 17,617 students rep- 
resents a 20 per cent rise since 
1954 when voters approved a 
$6,900,000 bond issue. Steuer- 
nagel also said a rise in the 
tax rate is needed and would 
be submitted to the voters at 
the same time since the dis- 
trict is now levying the maxi- 
mum of $1.50 on the $100 of 
assessed valuation.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (AP) 
—Only a small fraction of the 
65 medium and long range 
United States ballistic missiles 
tested to date would have come 
even close to enemy targets if 
they had been fired in anger. 


And the time needed to get 
them launched, ii event of sud- 
den war, could have run into 
days and weeks instead of min- 
utes. 


Today, the score might be 
much better. Perhaps half of 


the missiles would get to tar-_| 


get. The military thinks that in 
another year most of them will 
work.

Manned bombers of the Unit-

American missiles being pro- 
duced today obviously are su- 
perior to most of the 65 ex- 
perimental war rockets so far 
fired in weapons tests or scien- 
tific space research. 

However, even by official ac- 
count, the intermediate range 
ballistic missile — the farthest 
developed of the _ trajectory 
weapon family — is no more 
than 50 per cent reliable now. 

Maj. Gen. Bea jamin Schreiv-

expects the first Thor I.R.B.M.s 
ready for operation to be about 
50 per cent reliable, but in an- 
other year he says the percen- 


tage could be as high as 90 
per cent. 

What Reliability Means. 

When a missile man speaks 
of reliability he means this: 

The missile is ready to go; 
it checks out through the 
countdown, is launched pre- 
cisely on time; it travels the 
prescribed course, reaches the 
target zone, and detonates at 
the prescribed altitude. 


So, viewed statistically, 
Schriever’s estimate for the 
new production-line weapons 
seems to be encouraging. Half 
of the 1500-mile range I.R.- 
B.M.s, fired from bases over- 
seas, presumably would reach 
their targets today. If more 
than one is fired at the same 


target, the chances of destroy-. 


ing it are of course improved.

year, emphasized that he had 
not been informed officially of 
the proposed procedure. He 
said he had not discussed the 
matter with Representative 
Oren Harris (Dem.), Arkansas. 
chairman of both the Com- 
merce Committee and of the 
oversight subcommittee. But he 
said he would urge Harris to 
seek an appropriation to press 
ahead with a vigorous investi- 
gation at once. 

As chairman of

great influence in deciding 
what subcommittees will be 
established. In consultation 


with ranking majority and mi- 
nority members, he decides 
what funds will be sought for

Harris could not be reached 
immediately for comment. 


However, Williams, who is 
ranking Democratic member o{ 
the committee and was a mem- 
ber of the legislative oversight 
subcommittee last year, said 
funds would be sought initially 
only to “inventory the files” 
of the oversight subcommittee 
and to draft the corrective leg- 
islation it recommended. He 
said he did not know how 
much these tasks would cost.

$310,000 Last Year. 

Last year the oversight sub- 
committee was granted $310.- 
O00U for its work, while the full 
Commerce Committee received 
only $100,000. 

Williams said the contem- 
plated procedure calls for Har- 
ris to consult later with other 
members of the subcommittee 
to determine how the investi- 
gation recommended by the 
oversight group should be car- 
ried out. 

Williams expressed the per- 
sonal conviction that the in- 
vestigative work recommended 
by the subcommittee “will be 
carried out eventually.”

JOANSON ASSAILS' 
EISENHOWER ON 


THREAT OF VETO" 


ALBUQUERQUE, N.M., Jan. 
24 (AP) — Senate Democratic 
majority leader’ Lyndon B. | 
Johnson said tonight President 
Eisenhower and his backers aré 
trying to blackjack the new 
Democratic - controlled Con- 
gress “by the threat of veto.” 

“I think it is about time that 
somebody blows the whistle on 


threats to veto bills that have 
not been drafted and to cancel 
steps that have not been 
taken,” the Texas Senator said. 

Johnson's attack on the Ei- 
senhower Administration was 
made at a Democratic dinner. 

He said there was nothing 
left of Mr. Eisenhower's “great 
crusade” of six years ago ex- 
cept a desire for quiet, and 
“government by veto.” 

“Communism has declared 
economic war against our way 
of life,” Johnson said. “The 
United States — which led the 
world into the atomic age — 
now lags in the exploration of 
outer space.” 

Says Voters Want Action. 

He said the Democratic 
sweep in last November elec- 
tions was a demand for action 
in Government. He added that 
the Democrats in control of the 
Senate and House would pro- 
vide it. 

But hardly had the Demo- | 
cratic victories been chroni- 
cled, Johnson said, when re- 
ports began to seep out of 
Washington that “‘the President 
was determined to exercise his 
veto powers to the hilt to 
check a ‘wild spending spree.’ ” 

Deriding predictions of Ei- 
senhower vetoes even before 
Congress had considered or 
passed a bill and “even before 
it is printed,” Johnson said: “It 
becomes little more than an in- 
strument to blackjack Con- 
gress.” 

Johnson did not spell out 
what veto predictions he re- 
ferred to. Some Republican 
leaders, including Senate mi- 
nority leader Everett Dirksen 
of Illinois, have talked of a 
possible veto of an airport aid 
bill is re- passed in the same 
form which Mr. Eisenhower re- 
jected last year. 

There also has been some 
Republican talk of a veto if 
Congress passes a considerably | 
more expensive housing meas- 
ure than Mr. Eisenhower wants. 

Johnson ridiculed conten- 
tions that the new Democratic 
Congress may go on a wild 
spending spree. He said the 
Democratic Congress clipped 
more than five billion dollars 
from Mr. Eisenhower's last 
budget recommendations. 

“To set the present Adminis- 
tration up as the guardian of 
the balanced budget is in the 
same class as hiring a coyote 
for a watchdog over the sheep,” 
he said. 

“Democrats believe the budg- 
et can be balanced if we take 
advantage of our opportunities 
to increase the wealth of the 
nation. 

“Republicans believe the 
budget can be balanced if we 
turn our backs on opportuni- 
ties and resign ourselves to 
the status of a second-class na- 
tion—weak but thrifty.” 

To meet needs of an expand- 
ing population, Johnson called 
for more jobs, schools, hospi- 
tals, roads and homes. 

He said the nation must in- 
crease the output from its 
farms and solve the problems 
of human relations. 

Noting Democratic election 
gains throughout the West, 
Johnson urged an all-out effort 
to solve the area’s water prob- 
lems on the same scale as the 
wartime program for develop- 
ing the atomic bomb.

Democrats headed by major- | 
ity leader Lyndon B. Johnson 
and Senator Stuart Symington 
of Missouri, have the Adminis- 
tration missile program under 
fire.

But the battle will go fal 
beyond the missile program. 

Dirksen made it clear that 
each majority charge on mis- 
siles and other issues will be 
answered. The Republicans | 
used self-styled “truth squads” | 
to counter Democratic charges | 
in various political campaigns. | 

“We believe the whole story | 
ought to be told,” Dirksen said. | 
“We want to give the facts 
without equivocation so the 
chips can fall where they will.” ,

ment yesterday. He gave the |

Case told the Senate the. 
Truman Administration caused | 
an 18-month lag in develop-— 
ment of such missiles by or- 
dering $75,000,000 transferred 
from research and develop- | 
ment in 1947. Case said Sym- 
ington, who was Truman’s Air | 
Secretary in 1947, had nothing 
to do with the transfer. 

Case added that America’s |

ZANESVILLE, O., Jan. 24— 
The system of 14 flood control 
dams of the Muskingum Water- 
shed Conservancy District was 


credited today with greatly 
minimizing the effects of the 
area's severest flood in 25 
years. 


M. A. Laslie of the United 
States Corps of Engineers esti- 
mated that enough water had 
been held back in the Tuscara- 
was and Muskingum rivers to 
have raised the level of the 
Ohio river another four feet 
at Marietta. 

The 25-year-old system of 
dams also held back flood wa- 
ters from cities in the district 
—Dover, New Philadelphia, 
Newcomerstown and Zanesville. 

“Zanesville could have got 
another six feet of water if it 
were not for the dams,” Laslie 
said. He added that only 
about half of the system’s stor- 
age capacity was used in the 
present situation. 

The 14 dams operate in the 
upper reaches of the eastern 
Ohio river, which drains more 
than one-fourth of the state. 
They enabled the Corps of En- 
gineers to hold the upper pool 
f the Muskingum below the 
25-foot flood stage. 

“We know there would have 
been extremely heavy damage, 


had it not been for the dam. 
system,” said Bryce C. Brown- | 


ing, executive secretary of the 
district.

COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 24 (AP) 
_— The flood-fed Ohio river rose 
today while icy waters began 
'to recede in most other areas. 
Meanwhile freezing cold, fires 
and ice jams added to the woes 


of some cities in the broad 
flood zone. 
Overflows hit new trouble 


spots in Ohio. A thaw raised 
fresh threats in Indiana. 

The flood death toll stood at 
23, including 14 in Ohio, five 
in New York, three in Indiana 
and one in Pennsylvania. Loss- 
es went over the $100,000,000 
mark and the number of home- 
less topped 15,000. 

Troubleshooters dropped dy- 
namite from a helicopter in an 
effort to break an ice gorge 
that dammed French creek near 
Meadville, Pa. The blockade 
backed up water over 10 per 
cent of that city of 25,000, 
drove 2000 persons from their 
homes and paralyzed business. 

Meadville firemen stood by 
helplessly while flames raced 
through the warehouse and of- 
fice of the Race Street Lumber 
Co. The fire fighters reached 
the blaze in three amphibious 
vehicles. But hydrants were 
frozen and under water 

Firemen took time out from 
flood duty to battle blazes in 
two Ohio cities. Flames de- 
stroyed three businesses and 
damaged four others in the 
heart of Zanesville’s commer- 
cial district. Fire damaged a 
heating plant and gymnasium 
at Wilmington College. 

The Scioto river began to 
ebb slowly in Chillicothe, Ohio, 
after an overflow forced about 
8000 residents from their 
houses. 

Ohio’s worst flooding since 
1913 was past its peak. 


But the Ohio river was 
swelling below Marietta 
High waters forced evacua- 


tion of 300 families at Mariet- 
ta, where the Muskingum river 
joins the Ohio. Waterfront 
businesses were closed But 
then the water level began to 
drop. 

At Pomeroy, farther 
stream, the city’s main street 
was under water, but only a 
few business houses were af- 
fected. 


3 DIE, 8 HURT WHEN ROOF

Congressional and popular response to 
Mr. Eisenhower's arrangement of 
Government's finances to meet the needs 
of a growing population and the desires 
for improvement of living standards will 
have decisive weight in the 1960 __pres- 
idential and congressional elections. 

At his Wednesday news conference, the 
Chief Executive observed that critics of 
his 77 billion dollar spending program for 
the coming fiscal year seemed to be af- 
fected by “budgetary schizophrenia 
because they seem to be on all sides of it.” 

He recalled that Demecrats had called 
it “political” and “propaganda”. He | 
pointed out he was “not running for any- 
thing” and if anyone was using the budget 
for political purposes, “I assure you it is 
not I.” 

The recourse to the psychiatrist's label 
for a personality split by conflicting 
characteristics appears to be a part of 
the Republican National Committee psy- 
chological approach to the 1960 campaign. 

At the Des Moines meeting of Repub- 
lican national and state leaders this week, 
Chairman Meade Alcorn admitted ‘our 
party has suffered a humiliating defeat.” 

“There are no alibis but there are rea- 
sons,” he said. 

The first item on his 1960 salesmanship 
campaign was: 

“We must immediately undertake to 
change the false image of the Repub- 
lican party as the party of ‘Big Business’, 
the party of the vested interests.” 

A little later, he advised: “It’s time we 
erase the dollar signs they (the Dem- 
ocrats) painted on our vests.

President’s Advice to Party. 


Alcorn outlined a plan to revitalize the 
Grand Old Party, costing between $800.- 
000 and $1,000,000. This included a 
weekly television and radio Republican 
forum of the air and a party magazine, 
perhaps a monthly. He read to the meet- 
ing a message from Mr. Eisenhower in- 
dorsing the plan. The head of the party 
told the other leaders to dispel the idea 
that the party “is a kind of hibernating 
elephant who wakes up with a mighty 
trumpet blast at election time.” 

Pointing out that only 658 days re- 
mained until the 1960 elections, he said 
every day lost was one that could not be 
recovered. He continued: 

“Immediately we must give the mil- 
lions of Americans who look to the Re- 
publican party for progressive leadership 
a clear understanding of our long-range 
objectives. The publicizing of such party 
guidances sorely needed to make 
meaningful the value of our political sys- 
tem to the voter and party worker. Only 
in this way can we lift creative Re- 
publicanism to new heights of national 
achievement.” 

The. division of the Republican party 
was exposed immediately after the 
message was read. Representative Richard 
Simpson of Pennsylvania, chairman of the 
Republican House Campaign Committee, 
mockingly approved Mr. Eisenhower's 
plea for “unremitting political efforts.” 

Simpson, a conservative of conserva- 
tives. advised Republican candidates last 
vear to ignore the Eisenhower stand on 
issues if they thought their own political 
fortunes were in danger. Some followed 
his advice, some didn't. The Republicans 
lost 47 House seats. 

To the Des Moines gathering Simpson 
said he was glad to hear the President 
call for unremitting efforts. 

“T now call on the White House to give 
us some of those unremitting political ef- 
forts. We have been doing that for a long 
time. I call upon the White House to 
state the long-range purpose of the party, 
to make a statement of principles. I am | 
getting sick and tired of going around 
the country and having people say, 
‘Where does the Republican party 
stand?’”

All have said publicly that the 
best experts estimated revenues between 
75 and 78 billion dollars as the most that 
could be raised in the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1. This included slight tax 
increases, higher postal rates and the 
sale of about $600,000,000 of government 
assets. 

Stans said a “middle-of-the-road” 77.1 
billion dollars was chosen as the budget 
base. The next and more difficult job 
was to cut down spending to just under 
that figure, to show a surplus, however 
small, for psychological or political 
rather than positive economic effect. 

After adding up essential outlays for 
national and mutual security, interest on 
the public debt, farm subsidies and the 
increasing costs of programs 
fixed by earlier authorizations, the White 
House found it had little area left, under 
the self-imposed ceiling of 77.1 billion 
dollars, in which to shift around the re- 
maining programs whose annual costs 
could be cut. Some non-recurring pay- 
ments of the current year, like soil bank 
payments and unemployment benefits, 
took care of some necessarily increased 
expenditures, but the total of these did 
not reach the 39 billion dollars Mr. 
Eisenhower said had to be slashed from 
the 80.9 billion dollars being spent this 
year. Something had to give. 

Cuts were made in the social welfare 
services, together with recommendations 
that lower income groups such as rural 
electrification users, veterans and home 
mortgagers pay higher interest rates on 
their government borrowings and on 
government- guaranteed loans. Almost 
everything in the Eisenhower budget and 
the supporting State of the Union address 
and economic report was preceded by a 
dollar sign. 


Intentions of Democrats. 

Congressional Democrats have _ not 
quarreled with the White House forecast 
of around 77.1 billion dollars in revenues. 
For one reason, they did not have the 
expert advice available to the Adminis- 
tration. They concentrated their criticism 
on the recommended cuts in expenditures 
they will expand 
some of the existing programs, including 
national defense, space exploration and 
federal aids to education. They argue this 
is demanded by Soviet Russian aggression, 
the expanding economy and the growing 
population. 

Their main contentions are 
Eisenhower budget. prescribes a lower 
percentage of the national income for 
expenditure, and that the amounts to be 
made available for public welfare are 
lower on a per capita basis than in the 
past because of the steady increase in 
population.

Castro indeed, a vastly popular 
leader in his country. Cuba is high on the 
crest of an emotional sense of well-being 
and buoyancy, in which the men revere 
Castro as something akin to a god and 
the women love him almost in a physical 
sense. 

He called for a show of hands at the 
climax of the huge rally he had called in 
response to foreign criticism of drumhead 
executions by the new revolutionary gov- 
ernment of “war criminals” in the ousted 
dictatorship of President Fulgencio Ba- 
tista. 

The method he chose was intended to 
prove something that the rest of the world 
should have known already—that the 
Cuban people were behind him and sup- 
ported the summary trials and executions. 

“All those who demand that the gun- 
men be punished raise their hands,” he 
shouted to the crowd. 

The hands ‘shot up, and a roar of ap- 
proval thundered from the mass of peo- 
ple crammed into the huge square in 
front of the Presidential Palace and all 
the side streets leading into it. 

“There! One million Cubans of all 
creeds and classes have voted as the 
jury,” Castro shouted. 

Intoxicated with the wild adulation he 
is receiving from all Cuba, Castro has 
said again and again that public opinion 
is his justification. One of the first acts 
of the new government, when some for- 
eign newspapers and public officials ex- 
pressed shocked outrage over the execu- 
tions, was to order a public opinion poll.

Interpretation of Survey. 


Results of the survey showed that 92.35 
per cent of the residents of Havana ‘“‘sup- 
ported the executions as necessary jus- 
tice.”

Rebels Fought Fairly. 


Batista supporters now awaiting trial 
attest to the fact that Castro's rebels 
waged war fairly. They gave medical care 
to enemy wounded and spared those who 
surrendered, holding them prisoner or, in 
many turning them without 
their rifles and boots. 

The rebel band, well their 
resistance underground counterpart in 
the cities, avoided for the most part the 
random terrorist bombing that ordinarily 
is a prime tool of subversive movements. 

Castro’s men also avoided the torture 
and mutilation that often are standard 
means of extracting information and deal- 
ing with those who give information to 
the enemy. 

In the first wave of summary execu- 
tions, some. “known torturers” were 
machine-gunned without a hearing. Others 
described as among the worst of the “war 
criminals” were given star chamber hear- 
ings and shot immediately. 

For the future, Castro promises 
procedural guarantees—public trial, the 
right to face and cross-examine one's 
accuser, legal counsel and the right of 
review by an appellate court. 

Another mar« of Castro’s viewpoint has 
been his insistence on a free press. He 
was angered and hurt by American criti- 
cism of the executions. Some others in 
the new government advocated press re- 
strictions. But not one correspondent has 
been deported—not even those accused 
of taking money from the Batista regime 
—and not one newspaper or magazine has 
been barred from distribution for critical 
articles or cartoons.

It was to be expected that the opening 
of the public trials would be a mode! of 
procedural correctness.

Wants Sale Order Lifted. 


The corporation concerned in the pur- 
chase of Bochumer Verein is known as 
Rheinhausen A. G. It is a coal and steel 
holding company owned by Krupp but 
operated by trustees installed by the 
Allies. Under the provision of so-called 
occupation law 27, the trustees are suap- 
posed to seil the property. Krupp wants 
this order lifted and Adenauer has asked 
the Allies to agree. 

The firm has not been sold. The fact 
seems to be that no one would dare to 
buy it, even if the money were available, 
since it is known that Krupp wants it and 
that he and his friends could visit various 
economic reprisals on an outside pur- 
chaser 

The deadline for the sale is Jan. 31 and 
reportedly the United States, Britain and 
France plan to extend it for a year. En- 
forcement, which does not seem prac- 
ticable, and cancellation appear to be 
the alternatives. If an extension is grant- 
ed, the reason might well be that the 

British Government does not want to face 
the political attack that would be excited 
| by cancellation. 

The London Economist said this week: 
“The merger still offends the Allied de- 
concentration order, which the West Ger- 
man Government took over when’ it at- 
tained sovereignty. But Bonn is hardly 
likely to enforce it.” 

The constitution of the High Authority 
contains safeguards against “dangerous” 
industrial concentrations and approval of 
Krupp’s purchase of Bochumer Verien 
was predicated on his acceptance of con- 
trols over future investments. There is re-

Krupp said recently in an interview 
with Sydney Gruson of the New York 
Times that the Bochumer Verein purchase 
was “an inevitable technical process 
necessary to compete.” He said he had no 
reason for further acquisitions and he 
saw no danger to the peace of Europe or 
the world in the development. 

He said he thought the future of the 
firm was in the manufacture of special 
steels, and machinery which is now ex- 
ported around the world. 

The Krupp firm was founded in 1811 
by Friedrich Krupp for the production of 
heavy iron and steel castings. 


Property Taken, Then Restored. 


The present Alfried Krupp, now 51 
years old, succeeded his father, Gustav, 
as head of the firm in 1943 when the 
Krupp factories covered five square 
miles and emploved 160,000 persons, in- 
cluding slaves. He was ‘tried before a 
United States court at Nuremberg (Thea 
British and Russians refused to try him.) 
and convicted of plundering the industries 
of conquered countries and exploiting 
slave labor furnished by the Nazis. Ha 
was sentenced to 12 years in prison and 
was forced to forfeit his property. This 
was the only property seizure of the trials, 

After Krupp had spent some six years 
in jail, his sentence was commuted Jan. 
30, 1951, to the time already served, by 
John J. McCloy, United States High Com- 
missioner for Germany. His property 
rights were restored. 

Apparently as a condition of his re- 
lease from Landsberg prison, he signed 
(in 1953) an agreement with the Western 
powers to sell all his coal, steel and iron 
assets before 1960 and never to reinvest 
his money in such properties. He now 
says the agreement was signed under 
duress. 

Krupp began rebuilding his empire 
soon after leaving prison. He borrowed 
from commercial banks, used the money 
he and other members of his family re- 
ceived from the sale of associated prop- 
erties, and drew on existing bank bal- 
ances. He received generous tax conces- 
sions from the West German Government, 
By 1955 he had spent $40,000,000 in-plant 
reconstruction. 

Krupp is producing such peacetime 
products as locomotives, ships, trucks, 
railroad equipment, steel processing ahd 
industrial and agricultural equipment, in- 

cluding complete steel mills and mining 
facilities.. In recent years the company 
has contracted to build steel and cement 
plants in Asia and the Middle East, har- 
bor installations in the same areas and 
industrial facilities in Spain, Greece and 
Chile.

An abundant and increasing supply of high- 
ly educated people has become the absolute 
prerequisite of social and economic develop- 
ment in our world. It is rapidly becoming 
a condition for national survival. 


So argues Peter Drucker, the popular econ- 
omist: and he argues cogently. The race of 
the sputniks and the beginnings of industrial 
automation are only primitive signs of vast 
changes to come. Even in such fields as gov- 
ernment—regarded as almost as changeless 
as human nature itself—broader and deeper 
knowledge will be necessary. 

Quantitatively, the United States may seem 
to be meeting this need. In the work force 
of 30 years ago, only three in every 100 men 
were college graduates; today there are 18, 
and 20 years hence there may be 35. Yet a 
growing number of college graduates does not 
guarantee competent people. Quality is even 
more important than quantity. College must 
mean more than a fraternity pin. Here is the 
problem 

* - . 

There are about 225,000 college teachers in 
the United States today. Twice that number 
will be needed in the next decade. Yet the 
University of Michigan’s Bureau of Appoint- 
ments and Occupational Information reports 
that schools are lowering their standards for 
teachers at an alarming rate. Also disturbing 
is the elephantiasis of our state universities. 
When enrollments mount to 25,000 or up, 
there is danger that.education is being wa- 
tered down. 

That is why many private’ colleges, 
though willing to help accommodate our grow- 
ing student population, are reluctant to ex- 
pand too fast. And it seems time for the 
state universities as well to guard against de- 
terioration in the quality of education by in- 
sisting on higher qualifica.ions in those who 
would enter their lecture halls. In this way 
they can help to supply the teachers and the 
truly educated people we need. Higher stand- 
ards of admission at the college level will 
mean higher standards of education at the 
high school level. 

Here in Missouri one hears that the state 
university and the state colleges admit poor 
students “because the law requires it.” This 
is not the case. Of the state colleges, the 
statutes say: “Each board may make such 
rules and regulations for the admission of 
students as may be deemed proper.” And 
the laws provide that each candidate for ad- 
mission to the state university “shall possess 
such scholastic attainments and mental and 
moral qualifications as shall be prescribed in 
rules adopted and established by the board 
of curators.” 

« . > 

The American philosophy of free public 
education may keep a state university from 
setting up the entrance requirements of a 
Harvard or a Chicago. Yet the community 
should recognize that it is not undemocratic 
to refuse admission to those who have not 
prepared themselves for college work. In 
the long run, only well educated men and 
women ¢an raise the standards of the rest 
of us. 

Efforts should be made, of for the 
further education of the less qualified. Inno- 
vations should be explored. But here success 
is unlikely unless high standards are main- 
tained at the peak of the educational pyramid. 
Given the present none too happy condition 
of our schools, state colleges can do the most 
for the most by raising their sights, by insist- 
ing on excellence so that excellence eventual- 
ly may be more widely spread.

The Chief Engineer 

The national George S. Bartlett award for

Double Dilution 


The South may very well rise again, but 
just now its strength in the Senate has been 
much diluted as the result of assignment of 
new seats on the committees where so much 
of the work of the upper chamber of Con- 
gress is done. A look at some of the major 
committees shows how far this reduction of 
Southern control has gone. 

Let us start with the Judiciary committee 
over Which Eastland of Mississippi presides. 
Chairman Eastland, Johnston of South Caro- 
lina, McClellan of Arkansas and Ervin of 
North Carolina are the only old-line South- 
erners on Judiciary now. Kefauver of Ten- 
nessee votes with Hennings of Missouri, 
O'Mahoney, Wyoming, and Carroll of Colo- 
rado on many issues and appointments. Now 
Dodd of Connecticut and Hart of Michigan 
have been added, to give the Democratic side 
a majority of Northerners and Westeners, 
most of the time. 

The Foreign Relations committee is also a 
case in point. There are now only four South- 
erners among its 11 Democrats. 

The Government Operations committee, 
which the late Joseph R. McCarthy of Wis- 
consin ran in his heyday, has only two South- 
ern members now. They are McClellan of 
Arkansas and Ervin of South Carolina. The 
other Democrats are Jackson of Washington, 
Humphrey of Minnesota, Gruening of Alas- 
ka and Muskie of Maine. 

Public Works as reconstituted does not 
have a single Southerner. Its Democratic 
members are Chavez of New Mexico, Kerr of 
Oklahoma, McNamara of Michigan, Neuber- 
ger of Oregon, Randolph of West Virginia, 
Eugene McCarthy of Minnesota, Young of 
Ohio, Muskie of Maine, Gruening of. Alaska 
and Moss of Utah. One or more Southerners 
once guarded the District of Columbia com- 
mittee. Now the members are Bible of Ne- 
vada, Morse of Oregon, Frear of Delaware 
and Hartke of Indiana. 

At the same time the Republican Old Guard 
has been similarly diluted. On the Labor com- 
mittee, for example, Goldwater of Arizona 
and Dirksen of Illinois are the only repre- 
sentatives of the old order. Four liberal Re- 
publicans are in a position to outvote the 
Old Guard representation whenever the lib- 
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erals so decide. They are Cooper of Ken- 
tucky, Case of New Jersey, Javits of New 
York and Prouty of Vermont. 

Only Curtis of Nebraska holds up the flag 
of the Old Guard on Rules. Javits of New 
York and Morton of Kentucky can make up 
the Republican majority on that committee. 

Still other examples could be cited from 
both the Republican and Democratic sides. 
The American people held an election last 
Nov. 4 and Congress already is showing the 
results in its organizations. 


McElroy’s Studied Optimism 

Secretary McElroy’s latest statement on the 
missile race is one of calculated cheerfulness. 
We say “calculated” because it is the kind of 
statement which might be true in a very nar- 
‘row sense but at the same time could give a 
false impression of our military prospects in 
a broad sense. 

He says there is no “positive evidence” 
that Russia now has operational interconti- 
nental missiles or will have them before June 
30, when we expect to have some. 

Yet President Eisenhower a week ago said 
it would be “stupid” to deny that the Rus- 
Sians are “somewhat ahead in certain phases 
of missile development.” And other compe- 
tent observers—such as the experts who 
wrote the Gaither and Rockefeller reports— 
have urgently warned that unless our effort 
is stepped up, the nation will face a period 
between 1961 and 1964 when its missile capa- 


bility will be so inferior that the military 
balance may be tipped against us. 
Vhere does the truth lie? That is what 


Congress and the country must know. But 
the truth is not likely to come out in an ex- 
change of carefully guarded and ‘politically 
tainted statements, one set designed to be 
hyper-optimistic, the other hyper-pessimistic, 
and neither directly contradicting the other. 
‘he Admivzistration must, in fairness, be 
given credit for planning increased expendi- 
ture on missiles under the 1959-60 budget. 
These expenditures will rise by more than 
half a billion dollars or 15 per cent to a total 
of just under four billions. Other -millions 
will be spent on research, development and 
testing, and so will contribute to missile tech- 
nology. Accelerated development of the Atlas, 
Titan and Minuteman ICBM’s is promised. 


So far, so good. The crucial question 
is not merely the rate of spending in 1959- 
60 but that in the ensuing years when it is 
expected that the Soviet lead will begin to be 
felt most sharply. New appropriations for 
missiles, as distinct from expenditures, are 


actually planned to go down in 1959-60—de- 
clining 384 millions or 8 per cent to $3,961,- 
000,000. Since many of these appropriations 
will be spent in later years—the crucial years 
of the feared “‘gap’’—a decline in missile ex- 


penditures after July 1, 1960, is clearly fore- 


cast. How can the Administration possibly 
justify such a decline in view of the many 
warnings of Soviet. accomplishments and 
capabilities? 

It is up to Congress to get the answer to 
that question, and the answer should be 
pas ed on to the pul li Chairman Twining 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff is reported to 
have told Senators last week that the extent 
of the anticipated “missile gap”’ has béen ex- 
aggerated. But that there should be any gap 
is unthinkable. The Administration will have 


to prove that its decis motivated by 
true security, and not by predetermined econ- 
omy considerations, if it wants to be believed.

{ Deadline in Doubt 

That May 27 “ultimatum” for evacuating 
Berlin which Russia handed the West in No- 
vember looks less and less like an ultimatum 
every day. Returning from his American trip, 
Deputy Premier Mikoyan now says the dead- 
line is important than negotiations on 
the Berlin question. He suggests that Russia 
might suspend the deadline .if negotiations 
begin before that time. 

A suspension of the deadline is precisely 
what the West has been hoping for and plan- 
‘ to achieve. Dispatches from both Wash- 
ington and London have mentioned the pros- 
pect for talks in late April or early May. Such 
talks would undoubtedly extend past May 27, 
Western diplomats believe, 
naturally suspend the deadline.

Since a deadline implies a threat of uni- 
lateral action, it would have a depressing 
effect on negotiations. But the new Mikoyan 
statement indicates that the May 27 date was 
established not so much to get the West out 
of Berlin as to get negotiations promptly 
under way. The United States has often and 
rightly said it would not discuss the German 
issue under pressure of threats or ultima- 
tums. But if the threats evaporate and the 
ultimatum turns into a straightforward pro- 
posal, there should be -few obstacles in the 
way of serious discussions. 


In Deference to Dr. McCaffery? 

Why are some members of the politically- 
dominated School Board suddenly taking an 
interest in reform of school accounting pro- 
cedures? 

It would be far simpler to say why they 
have ignored the subject for several years 
despite repeated recommendations by outside 
certified public accountants and others for 
substantial changes. One proposal involves 
the substitution of business machines for 
patronage employes, hardly popular with 
those who owe their seats on the board to 
the ward workers. As admitted so frankly 
by James F. Morrell, chairman of the board 
committee with the belated interest in ac- 
counting reform: “The board has a whole 
floor of people who would be let go if busi- 
ness machines were used.” 

One of the members of Mr. Morrell’s com- 
mittee is Dr. James J. McCaffery, dentist who 
bears some moral responsibility for the ouster 
on gross misconduct charges of the board’s 
former Building Commissioner, George H. 
Fletcher. When Dr. McCaffery was. board 
president, Building Department employes 
were employed to redecorate the home of Dr. 
McCaffery’s son. Dr. McCaffery later “paid 
back” their wages. This, seems to have been 
the only thing that saved him from being 
ousted as well. 

Dr. McCaffery is the only member of the 
Morrell committee who is up for election in 
April. Could it be that the committee’s 
unusual interest in reform is in deference to

record? It will be interesting to see whether 
Dr. McCaffery votes to eliminate the patron- 
age.

Russian TV: a Hard, Hard Sell 


American Commentator-Producer Finds Soviet Television in Service of ‘Big Brother

What does 
your Government hope to accom- 
plish with its programming?”’ 

“If the purpose and goal of Soviet 
television is to be explained con- 
cisely,” said Chesnokov, “I might

ing up of a Communist society in 
the U.S.S.R.” 


It is for this reason that, of all the 
eniertainment media in the Soviet 
Union, television is the least reward- 
ing to the spectator and the most in- 
sistently propaganda-filled. AS a 
matter of fact, Russian television is 
the most commercial in the world. 
Incessantly, it sells one product— 
the Soviet system. 

“But what about entertainment?” 
I asked Chesnokov. “Americans 
here in Moscow, and even some Rus- 
sians, have told me there’s just not 
enough fun, not enough variety in 
Soviet television.” 

He smiled tolerantly. “I’m aware 
of these reports, but they're without 
foundation. Let me give you a list 
of our programs during the week of 
Nov. 10 to 16.” 

He outlined for me the program 
schedule for each of the two Mos- 
cow channels for the coming, non- 
holiday week. More than sixty hours 
of programming time were involved. 
During that time, the Muscovite TV 
buff could see two sports programs, 
two live plays, eight concerts of 
varying lengths and nine feature 
films. These were the programs we 
might regard as “entertainment” 
shows; they would fill maybe thirty 
hours of the sixty. The other half 
of the time was to be devoted to 


what the Russians like to call their 
“informational” shows — documen- 
taries, lectures, reportage from fac- 
tories or collective farms and 
“news.” 

A glance at the listing might lead 
one to believe that this is fairly adult, 
sensible programming, a substantial 
relief from some of the trivia that 
so often inhabits American television 
screens. And there is some truth 
in this. There is no denying that 
Soviet television sets up for itself 
high norms of cultural and informa- 
tional programming. 

But the schedule outlined above 
had to be seen on the television 
screen to be understood. It was 
laden with propaganda, and was 
produced. with the heavy-handedness 
peculiar to Soviet TV. One would 
have to hear the exhortatory an- 
nouncements from the Sports Palace, 
the prideful introductions to Soviet 
musical selections, the heavily slanted 
tone of the “news” reports, in order 
to understand how calculated is the 
effect of every television program 
that goes into Soviet homes. 

“What about laughter?” I asked. 
“What do you do for comedy, for

humor’ 

Chesnokov replied, “When a pro- 
gram of so-called humor is deprived 
of meaning or sense, it is not humor, 
the way I understand it. It must 
have a purpose, it must point out 
a shortcoming in society, a social de- 
formity. We don't believe in laugh- 
ter just for the sake of laughter.”’ 

Chesnokov estimated that at least 
50,000,000 Soviet citizens—one out 
of every four—live within the range 
of TV stations. There are fifty-five 
stations which produce their own 
programs or play the films furnished 
mostly by Moscow, plus three dozen 
relay stations. There are no more 
than 500 miles of coaxial cable now 
in use in the Soviet Union, although 
the cable from Kiev to Moscow has 
been laid and should be in operation 
within six months. 

The cheapest TV set available in 
Russia costs between 800 and 900 
rubles. The most expensive runs 
as high as 2500 rubles. At the of- 
ficial exchange rate of four rubles 
to the dollar, this means that TV 
sets cost from $200 to $600. The 
average monthly wage in Russia is 
just about enough to purchase the 
smallest television set. 

There are about 3,000,000 TV sets 
in use in the Soviet Union. And the 
viewer who owns one must pay a li- 
cense fee of 10 rubles a month for 
the privilege of looking (plus the 
wear and tear on his apartment and 
the cost of entertaining, for the au- 
thorities figure that an average of 
five persons watches each program). 

There are, I was surprised to 
learn, commercials on Soviet TV. 


They have some resemblance to 
those in the United States, but there 
are differences, also. They are all 
brief and they are all bunched into 
one short period—five or ten min- 
utes—in early evening. 

None of the men I talked with 
could explain satisfactorily why So- 
viet TV went in for commercials in 
the first place; why there was any 
charge for them (since everything is 
state-operated anyway); or how sta- 
tion managers chose among the many 
clamoring for air time. 

“Is it necessary,” 1 asked Ches- 
nokov, “to be a Communist party 
member in order to hold an impor- 
tant post in the television industry?”

OF THE MANY Europeans and 
Americans who have visited Russia in 
recent years very few have known the 
language well enough to be certain they 
were really in communication with the 
people they met Zinaida Schakovskoy 
is an exception. She is a native Russian 
who left the country at the age of 10, 
along with other emigres of aristocratic 
connections. She returned recently as 
the wife of a French diplomat and in 
consequence met a great many govern- 
ment officials on equal terms and used 
her relative freedom to exchange views 
with others of a humbler status. 

It doesn’t follow that her conclusions 
are valid. Though her inquiries were 
systematic and extensive the contacts 
she made were still relatively small in 
number. It is also possible that her 
inherited bias could have affected her 
appraisa! of what she saw and heard. 
The tone of her writing in “The Privi- 
lege Was Mine” does not indicate any 
uncontrollable bias. Though she be- 
lieves that Russia would have made sub- 
stantial progress without a revolution, 
she is no embittered spokesman of the 
old regime and foresees no counter- 
revolution. In general her view of life 
and society seems to be much the same 
as ‘any Western liberal. 

Perhaps the most important conclu- 
sion she advances is that the Russian 
people have changed very little in tem- 
perament despite the revolutionary 
transformation of their environment. 
They are still intelligent, kind, hospita- 
ble, and lovers of beauty. 

While talking to a workman she en- 
countered in the outskirts of Moscow 
she remarked on the generally austere 
appearance of the new architecture, 
clothes, and household appointments. 
He agreed by saying “they” didn't want 
them to make things of beauty. 

“You have seen the crowds back in 
town: gray, black, brown—everything 
they wear is dark and monotonous,” he 
said. “Sometimes you can’t be sure 
whether it’s a man or a woman in front 
of you. . Don't worry, If they give 
us some time to ourselves, if they leave

Prize Novel From Israel 


THE AING OF FLESH AND BLOOD, 
by Moshe Shamir, translated from the 
Hebrew by David Patterson.

READING “THE KING of Flesh 
and Blood” is like having a powerful 
searchlight suddenly bring out of the 
blackness of night a stark yet vivid 
landscape in which an alien people are 
impaled against great pillars of granite. 
The people are alien because they are 
the Judeans of the century immediately 
preceding the Christian era, in the reign 
of King Alexander Jannaeus, or Yannal 
—103-78 B. C. 

The searchlight is the simple, yet 
all-pervading and cumulative power of 
the author’s style, as he weaves the 
steries of many people and many places, 
and yet remains the master of them all. 
And the granite is the ambitious con- 
quests and the humiliating defeats of 
Yannai, the Hasmonaean king who 
wrested the high priesthood from his 
brother, Absalom, and defied the whole 
Sanhedrin and yet knew in his heart 
that he would never be the Lord's 
anointed, never be more than a king 
ef flesh and blood. 


THIS POWERFUL historical novel 
outlines the events in the first five 
years of the tempestuous reign of a 
younger son of John Hyrcanus (135-105). 
Yannai came to the throne in 103, after 
his oldest brother, King Judas Aris- 
tobulus, had died of an agonizing sick- 
pess, and his next oldest brother, 
Antigonus, had been foully murdered.

COLLECTIONS OF SHORT 
Stories are most safely described as 
collections of short stories. But the 
temptation to generalize is irresistible 
although it is apt to lead to statements 
that deserve a lifted eyebrow. The 
Russian collection assembles stories by 
experienced writers—old hands whose 
birth dates are as early as the nineties: 
the American collection gives us the 
youthful products of the creative writ- 
ing courses at Stanford University. 
Thus, comparisons are probably invalid 
as well as invidious. 

» The Russian collection, furthermore, 
has the misfortune to be “newsworthy”; 
one is likely to exaggerate the interest 
of stories that let us see, as does “Doctor 
Zhivago,” the marks of independent and 
non-party-line thought. We are amazed 
as Dr. Johnson suggested we were by 
women preaching and animals walking 
erect; the wonder was not that they 
preached and walked well but that they 
did it at all. Our perhaps naive wonder 
as we read the Russian stories is that 
prsetication of dam-building and ideo- 
Ogical supervision are no more intru- 
Sive than they are. 

* Only one writer—Vera Inber—evinces 
slavish adulation of the Russian status 
quo.

stories have a high polish and often 
excellence.

Aside from this major contrast, is 
what the American writers say in sharp 
contrast to the Russian utterance? Do 
they offer us testimony to the superior 
excellence of the American way of life?

MOST OF THOSE who talked to 
Princess Schakovskoy hoped for grad- 
ual betterment of their lot within the 
existing economic and political frame- 
work. Moreover, Russians felt they 
were hated by the outside world. This 
was partly traditional—Russians had al- 
ways felt isolated—but Communist 
propaganda had been wholly successful 
in convincing the people that they were 
surrounded by sworn enemies. With 
the more intellectual Russians this in- 
bred fear was reinforced by the belief 
that if Russia were ever conquered the 
country would be partitioned and di- 
vided among her foes. 

The Princess Schakovskoy is not a 
novice as a writer. She has written four 
novels in French under the name 
Jacques Croise in addition to a biog- 
raphy of Pushkin and several other 
prose works. During the war she worked 
for the Free French Information Serv- 
ice and later covered _the Nurnberg 
trials and the Greek Civil War. Her 
style is anecdotal and lively and reflects 
in its general tone a volatile tempera- 
ment. Aside from its value as an ap- 
praisal of modern Russia it deserves a 
high rating as an entertaining travel 
book.

But it is 
Yannai’s own people that one remem- 
bers longest. Those are the abject poor 
upon whom Yannai has laid burden 
after burden in order to raise money 
and troops for his insatiable military 
ambitions. Those are the people of 
Jerusalem and the towns and villages 
throughout Judaea, who were sickened 
by oppression and slaughter and who 
remained faithful to their God, the 
King of Kings, rather than to a mere 
king of flesh and blood. 


WIDELY READ in Israel and 
translated into English, Spanish and 
Italian, this deserves to be the first 


novel by a native-born Israeli writer 
to receive the Bialik Prize, the highest 
literary award in Israel. 

Born in 1921 in Sefad, Upper Galilee, 
Israel, Moshe Shamir was raised as a 
farmer, but later served as a commando 
in the Israeli underground, fighting to 
establish and defend the state. In 1949, 
he left the army to devote himself to 
literature and journalism. His first 
stories were published in an Israeli 
journal in 1942. In 1950 he was awarded 
a Rockefeller scholarship to study

ALL YOU CIRCUS buffs, step 
forward. This is it. The small boy who 
used to be enchanted by the visiting 
animal show an old German brought 
to his home town in Iowa before the 
First World War, couldn’t stand it any 
longer.

RELIGION IN AMERICA.

Congress shall make no law 
respecting an establishment 
of religion, or prohibiting 
the free exercise thereof. 
ONE THING that all who 
speak or write on the knotty 
subject of church and state 
in America should under- 
stand is that there is no 
present agreement among 
scholars regarding the mean- 
ing of the First Amendment 
to the Constitution, nor is 
there any prospect of agree- 
ment in the foreseeable fu- 
ture. Certainly the several 
decisions of the Supreme 
Court have not settled the 
matter. In fact, the argument 
between the religious and 
secular groups which make 
up the American pluralism 
appears to grow more intense 
every year. 

And the reason is plain. 
The way in which the Found- 
ing Fathers worded that first 
amendment was almost an 
open invitation—though no 
doubt they did not realize 
this at the time—to contro- 
versy and confusion over its 
meaning. It is, in fact, a 
wonderful example of the 
trouble that can be innocent- 
ly caused when an exceed- 
ingly complex principle is 
worded in an impossibly con- 
cise and over-simplified man- 
ner, and then is subject to 
legal interpretation. 

But the lack of agreement 
does not obviate the obvious 
need for agreement, even if 
it is only an agreement to 
disagree on some _ points 
while arriving at a necessary 
broad measure of compro- 
mise at other points which 
will at any rate preserve the 
fundamental principle em- 
bedded in the amendment. 

The more discussion of the 
subject, therefore, the better 
as long as it is conducted in 
a manner that will illumine 
the problem and not further 
confuse it. And that brings 
us to the book under review, 
because it contains precisely 
the kind of discussion that 
is needed. 


i 2 PAPER - 
BACKED volume “Reli- 
gion in America” contains 


the meat of papers delivered 
at a Seminar on Religion in 
a Free Society sponsored by 


the Fund for the Republic, 
Inc., held at the World Af- 
fairs Center in New York 
last Mav Eleven —_ distin- 
guished scholars, reflecting 


a wide variety of points of 
view, were brought together 
for this discussion. Their 
names are sufficient testi- 
mony that this was no casual 
occasion. John Courtney 
Murray, Reinhold Niebuhr, 
Leo Pfeffer, Wilber G. Katz, 
Will Herberg, James Hast- 
ings Nichols, Walter J. Ong, 
Stringfellow Barr, Gustave 
Weigel, Abraham Joshua 
Heschel, Paul Tillich are all 
scholars of real weight. 
They address themselves 
to such questions as: the 


relation of religion to Amer- 
ican society, the problem 
created by religious plural- 
ism, the conflict of public 
and parochial education, the 
issue of censorship, and the 


role both of religion and 
freedom in a democratic 
society. 


The differences of view 
are well illustrated by Pfef- 
fer and Katz. Pfeffer upholds 
the validity of the broad 
interpretation of the First 
Amendment laid down by 
the Supreme Court in the 
Everson and McCollum de- 
cisions. In other words, he 
argues the case for complete 
separation. Katz, on the 
other hand, argues that the 
basic American principle of 
church-state relations is not 
separation but religious lib- 
erty, this liberty including 
freedom from government 
aid as well as freedom from 
restraint. He suggests that 
“mutual independence” bet- 
ter describes the intent of 
the amendment than “sepa- 
ration.” 

Thus, strict separation if 
applied to the armed services 
would make impossible the 
provision of religious serv- 
ices on ships, army posts and 
in thé field—but this would 
deprive members of the 
forces of opportunities for 
corporate worship and would, 
therefore, seriously limit the 
free exercise of religion. 
THEREISNO AGREE- 
MEN T but there is a candor 
of the kind that can be help- 
ful at this stage in the gen- 
eral discussion. 

Thus Murray states the 
Catholic view that “the can- 
ons of distributive justice 
ought to control the action 
of government in allocating 
funds that it coercively col- 
lects from all the people in 
pursuance of its legitimate 
interest in universal compul- 
sory schooling.” And Nichols 
states equally plainly the 
Protestant objection to pub- 
lic support of parochial edu- 
cation: 

“Roman Catholic parochial 
education is censored educa- 
tion. It is irresponsible edu- 
cation in the technical sense 
that it is not subject to the 
criticism and review of the 
community. From this point 
of view, I differ with my 
friend Will Herberg when he 
applies the term ‘public edu- 
cation’ to Roman Catholic 
controlled education. It is 
not merely separated from 
public review and criticism, 
but it is separated by a cer- 
tain sacrosanct halo .. .” 

Full illumination of the 
problem, such as is contained 
in this volume, is the best 
contribution that can be 
made at present to an ulti- 
mate solution.

Boy Who Was Born in Wrong Place 


CHILD OF OUR TIME, by 
Michel del Castillo. (Al- 
fred A. Knopf, 281 pgs., 
$3.75.)

THIS IS THE shocking 
story of a boy who grew to 
premature manhood in the 
concentration camps, prisons 
and orphanages of Europe. 
It is a novel, but the book 
is based on the experiences 
of its author, who was born 
in Spain in 1933 and now 
lives in Paris where this 
work was first published. 

Castillo wrote it with the 
victim’s conviction that con- 
centration camps were not 
sudden Fascist inventions, 
but glorifications of the tol- 
erated inhumanities of our 
era. His young hero, Tanguy, 
could be any child of our 
times, who happened to be 
born in the wrong place and 
so fell into a net of love- 
lessness, war, greed and hate. 

Tanguy begins his wander- 
ings in 1938, at five, when 
he is forced to flee civil war- 
torn Spain with his Spanish 
mother because of her active 
Republicanism. She has been 
separated by differences from 
his French father. They join 
him for a brief country idyll, 
but he soon denounces them 
to the police of occupied 
France. 

In and then out of French 
prison, the pair plan escape 
to London, but after Tan- 
guy’s mother has gone first 
to better ‘her chances, the 
abandoned boy is swept up 
in a German raid. 


SO, AT NINE, Tanguy 
enters a box car filled with 
Jewish children for a nine- 
day ride to a concentration 
camp. Except for rare stops 
—the first after three days 
—they are without food, 
water or sanitary facilities. 
Tanguy’s only friend dies 
beside him. But he retains 
a child’s faith. Surely, it is 
all a mistake; people are 
decent and he has only to 
prove his identity ‘to be 
freed. 

Four years of systematic 
starvation, brutality and 
mental torment bring him a 
better realization of life’s 
darker meanings than a 13- 
year-old boy ought to have, 


He sees the inhumanities of 
guard and prisoner alike, the 
animal leveling. He even 
becomes a proxy murderer 
by joint denunciation of a 
hated trusty. 

Tanguy survives chiefly 
because of the shared physi- 
cal and spiritual strength of 
a fellow prisoner, Gunther, 
an anti-Nazi German who is 


inevitably both a prison 
Scapegoat and, finally, a 
victim for the busy gas 
chambers. 


Liberation does not mean 

the boy’s complete release. 
Circumstances bring him to 
a Spanish penal orphanage 
run by sadistic and ignorant 
priests. A happy interval at 
a Jesuit-run school for out- 
casts punctuates his final 
trek to Paris to find the 
parents he knows are doing 
nothing to find him. 
IT WOULD BE EASY 
to conclude that Tanguy’s 
sufferings could occur only 
in a world at war. Castillo 
disagrees. Tanguy was be- 
trayed first by his parents. 
After separate. fruitless re- 
unions with them, it is the 
20-year-old youth’s sickening 
realization that they would 
betray him again. And so 
would the world, with more 
wars and prisons. His suffer- 
ings, the wretched evidence 
of the camp. crematories, 
have brought no miraculous 
changes. 

Tanguy is determined not 
to hate. His faith in the 
future is based on those 
glimpses of human affection 
which came to him in the. 
proffered love of a few con- 
demned souls met along the 
way, A belief in human good- 
ness is part of the strength 
which carried him, but it 
cannot remove the pathos of 
so loveless a childhood. 

Anne Frank, that other 
celebrated young  author- 
victim, tenderly unfolded life 
in a framework of sheltered 
love before she was de- 
stroyed. This “child of our 
times” has no real childhood 
at all. And his writing is as 
bare as his life. 

One can only hope that 
somewhere in Paris, a grown 
Tanguy now is finding some 
of that “wonder and delight” 
which his boy self so wanted

Man Against Nature 


Drama of Settling the Nor thwest 
LAND OF GIANTS, THE DRIVE TO THE PACIFIC NORTH. 

WEST. 1750-1950, by David Lavender. (Doubleday &

IN THE EXPANSION OF THIS NATION, the 
Pacific Northwest provides a story of exploration and settle- 
ment unique in our history. Many of the factors which make 
it today an important industrial and agricultural area, as 
well as a vacation wonderland, created drama and hardship 
in the years of its exploration and settlement. Remote in 
location from the main current of national growth, it was 
no gentle land beckoning the settlers, but one of awesome 
mountains. forests and rivers cut deep in rocky gorges. The 
coastal lowland was a place of mists and rain, and uncertain 
tidal currents. The Indians who lived in the region were 
equally tough in mind and spirit. The challenge which this 
land presented, softened by the appeal of fertile valleys and 
the natural wealth of furs and minerals, combined legend 
with fact to attract the adventuresome 


Although exploration of the coastline began in the sixteenth 
century, it was not until the eighteenth century that Spanish, 
Russian and British interests began to compete for control 
of the sea-otter trade of the region. Late in the century, 
American traders entered the market. The assault on the 
region by inland routes began under the impetus of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company of Canada, made notable by the 
remarkable journeys of Alexander Mackenzie over routes 
and under difficulties which seemed incredible even to his 
own travel-hardened generation. During the years 1804-06, 
the expedition of Lewis and Clark proved the possibility of 
reaching the mouth of the Columbia river from the Upper 
Missouri. 

Soon after, John Jacob Astor sought to extend his fur- 
trading empire by establishing a post, Astoria, near the 
mouth of the Columbia river. The difficulties of provisioning 
Astoria by water, and the pressure of British interests at 
the outbreak of the War of 1812, forced the sale of this 
property. The overland journeys of some of the Astorians 
to and from St. Louis, of Wilson Price Hunt and Robert 
Stuart, and the incredible trans-Siberian journey of Russell 
Farnham (which Mr. Lavender does not mention) have long 
since become a part of our St. Louis and national history. 


WHEN PEACE CAME AGAIN, the British fur 
interests under the autocratic but benevolent despotism of 
John McLoughlin and others, and the American fur traders 
and trappers renewed their uneasy rivalry in this border 
land claimed by both governments. Then, in the 1830s, the 
visits to St. Louis of representatives of various Indian tribes 
of the area, seeking instruction in the white man’s magic 
which they confused with Christianity, aroused the missionary 
zeal of St. Louis Catholics and Eastern Protestants alike. 
The “Macedonian cry” was raised, and Marcus Whitman, 
Jason Lee and Henry Spalding from the East, together with 
Father Jean Pierre de Smet of St. Louis, opened the first 
of the Oregon missions and marked the way for increasing 
settlers who followed. 


Although these men failed in the essential purpose of 
their Christian mission, they were the true fathers of settle- 
ment of the Northwest. In the end, the United States won 
the Northwest, forming the present states of Washington, 
Oregon and parts of neighboring states. This conquest was 
not so much the victory of official Washington, but rather 
the victory of the American pioneers who repeated here the 
formula which had won all of the nation’s frontiers from 
the Atlantic settlements westward. While diplomats argued, 
pioneer settlers occupied the region. Many died or were 
killed in the process; others found a Way across the prairies 


and mountains, despite immense suffering and hardships, to 
take their places. 


THE BATTLE OF MAN AGAINST NATURE is a 
classic one in all literature. In America its Struggle does 
not relate to ancient times, but to a generation which still 
seems close to our own lives, and thus has a particular claim 
to our own interest. 

Mr. Lavender is a skilled historian. and a very good 
writer. The story of the Northwest is a highly complex one 
to integrate into a readable narrative, but he has succeeded 
in giving clarity and. meaning to its history from the first 
explorations, through the extravagant and often amusing 
boom years of the latter nineteenth century, to 1950. 

Maps are included to aid the reader, as well as an index 
and bibliography. Mr. Lavender did not attempt extensive 
original research in preparing his volume, but he has utilized 
fully the large resources of published works. 
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Our Invisible Public Monuments 


St. Louis Statues Need Periodic Critical Evaluation

SPEAKING OF STATUES, does 
anybody ever go up to the monuments 
scattered about the St. Louis landscape, 
and actually look at them? 


There are 15 or 20 monumental 
sculptures in fairly conspicuous public 
places in St. Louis. Will anybody raise 
his hand, right now, without looking in 
any guidebooks, and offer to identify 
five of them? 


If you got as far as the equestrian 
figure of St. Louis in front of the City 
Art Museum and the General Lyon 
statue, which has been in the news 
lately, and then had trouble, try this on 
yourself: Never mind the subjects, but 
just name, offhand, five places where 
major public monuments are situated. 

Now, let’s try it this way: Whose 
image stands in bronze between the 
City Hall and the Municipal Courts 
building? Whose at Lindell and Kings- 
highway, in Forest Park? Who is the 
man on horseback near the Municipal 
Opera’s lower concourse? The man with 
the beard at the foot of Art Hill, near 
the waterfall? The man with the beard 
just inside Tower Grove Park? The man 
in the Roman toga in Lafayette Park? 
ALL THIS IS BY WAY OF 
leading up to a dark suspicion—that St. 
Louis abounds in big, heroically propor- 
tioned statues that hardly anybody ever 
looks at. For all practical purposes, 
they are invisible. 

The one of Gen. Nathaniel Lyon on 
his two-way steed at Grand and Pine 
has been engaging our attention because 
something has to be done about moving 
it. If something had to be done about 
the other commemorative sculptures, 
perhaps we would look at them. But 
we don’t look at them under ordinary 
conditions, If the statue of Shakespeare 
in Tower Grove Park were to be 
switched with that of Pierre Laclede on 
the City Hall plaza, how long would 
it be before anybody noticed the dif- 
ference? 

If we really took a good look at our

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public sculptures, we might feel more 
responsible for them. We would find a 
great variety of bronze and stone work 
existing quietly in our midst, ranging in 
quality from the handsomely rendered 
Alexander von Humboldt in Tower 
Grove Park, and several other pieces 
of merit, on down. We would find that, 
although the General Lyon work has 
no really serious rival as the all-time 
St. Louis champion of sculptural medi- 
ocrity, it has some close contenders. 

Since outdoor monuments in public 
places are a part of the general view, 
and since a figure in bronze is likely to 
endure forever, it is worth while to 
take stock, now and then, of what we 
have accomplished in the way of monu- 
mental sculpture, and to see what future 
attitudes towards this art form are 
indicated. 


THE INVISIBILITY OF our 
public sculptures is owed to several 
qualities that many of them have in 
common. We are used to them, for one 
thing, just as we get used to the portrait 
of a great-aunt that has been around 
the house for a couple of generations. 
Most of our statues are installed on 
high pedestals—eight to 15 feet—so we 
don’t really see them very well, even 
when we try. Most of them are either 
in little parkways at street intersections, 
or stand at the edge of park driveways. 
The automobile passenger is prevented 
by his own movement and by the screen- 
ing-off effect of the car top from seeing 
these monuments, and the pedestrian 
who attempts to walk up to one of them 
for leisurely study takes his life in his 
hands. 


The commonplace quality of some of 
them as art works also is a combination 
of several things. Several were executed 
during the long period of romanticized 
realism around the turn of the century, 
when a good portrait likeness and fussi- 
ness of detail were popularly considered 
marks of artistic excellence. Most were 
installed under the auspices of organiza- 
tions that wished to perpetuate the 
memory of outstanding citizens, notable 
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events or diligent members of their own 
groups. 

To commission and pay for a public 
monument is a civic endeavor of con- 
siderable magnitude and cost. This 
should be warmly encouraged. But 
groups of citizens planning to invest 
several thousand dollars in a piece of 
commemorative art should also be en- 
couraged to consider what sort of sculp- 
ture will actually serve their purpose. 

SHOULD public sculpture be looked 
at? SHOULD it bear some esthetic re- 
lationship to its site? SHOULD it be 
accessible to passersby who want to 
read the inscriptions? SHOULD it do 
justice to the cause or person it me- 
morializes? If not, why bother? 
ONCE A STATUE IS UP, no 
matter how inadequate it is, it becomes 
a fixture of the landscape. Any sugges- 
tion to remove it is taken as a repudia- 
tion of its honoree, or as a rude gesture 
of ingratitude to the donors. We remove 
old houses that have become eyesores, 
but we cherish old statues no matter 
how dubious they are as art, nor how in- 
appropriate as memorials. 

On both these grounds, plus the fact 
that the work is just plain comical, the 
General Lyon statue should be politely 
but firmly excluded from public view 
in St. Louis. The same reasons apply, 
and almost as urgently to: 


The equestrian Gen, Franz Sigel near 
the Forest Park opera concourse, a 1906 
work by Robert Cauer that presents a 
figure straight out of a Grade C horse 
opera, holding binoculars and peering 
in the direction of Lindell boulevard 
for Confederate scouts. The inscription, 
dedicated to the heroism of German- 
American patriots in the Civil War, is 
largely concealed by foliage. 

Francis P. Blair, at the Lindell en- 
trance to Forest Park, by Wellington 
W. Gardner, unveiled in 1885. The man 
who saved Missouri from secession in 
the Civil War is made ludicrous by ex- 
cessive frock-coated costume detail and 
an awkwardly outflung right arm. 

Edward Bates, by J. Wilson McDonald, 
near the Forest Park waterfall, another 
colossal figure swallowed up in a frock 
coat, posed with an enigmatic eagle. 

General Ulysses S. Grant, on the City 
Hall lawn, a lackluster portrait head on 
a portrait of a Civil War uniform, by 
Robert P. Bringhurst. 


PUBLIC SCULPTURES of out- 
standing charm and merit are often the 
smaller ones, installed at or near the 
spectator’s level. Walker Hancock's In- 
dian bird charmer at the Forest Park 
bird cage has simplicity, dignity and 
close relationship to its surroundings. 
In downtown Lucas Park, there is a 
delightful drinking fountain base by 
Nancy Coonsman Hahn, with six danc- 
ing children in high relief, and benches 
by the same sculptor with supports of 
crouching elves. 

The kneeling little girl by Carl C. 
Mose just outside the Petit Pigalle res- 
taurant on Lindell adds a pleasant touch 
to that area. Why not more small sculp- 
tures in parks and public plazas, figures 
that the stroller comes upon with sur- 
prise and delight? 

Commemorative sculpture is an ex- 
cellent idea, but it too often tends to 
be grandiose and empty. We have sculp- 
tors, and we have places that need 
sculpture—in shopping centers, along 
park pathways, in new housing develop- 
ments, about new public buildings. Why 
not put our sculptors to work on pros- 
pects that simply please the eye, com- 
memorating nothing but the joy of liv- 
ing? 


“Knowing °” Without ‘Feeling r 


A Poet Says We Have Lost the “Virility of the Imagination”

JOURNALISM TENDS MORE 
and more with us toward = an 
admirably. dispassionate objectivity 
which presents the event in the color- 
less air of intellectual detachment at 
the cost of its emotional significance, 
and poetry, reacting to the same divisive 
influence but in an opposite direction, 
turns more and more to the emotional 
significance divorced .from the event. 
I do not know that this fracture of the 
word is bad for journalism as such, for 
the great modern newspapers are, as 
newspapers, far superior to their pre- 
decessors. They collect more news faster 
and present it more accurately. It is 
bad for poetry, however, and bad for 
the civilization in which we live. 

Great poems are instruments of 
knowledge — knowledge carried alive 
into the heart by passion, but knowledge 
nevertheless. Feeling without knowing 
never made a work of art and never 
will 


But the consequences to poetry itself 

of its increasing inwardness are of 
concern, unhappily, only to poets. What 
the rest of us might wish to think of 
it is the effect of all this on the 
civilization in which we live, It is not 
difficult to define. 
SOME WEEKS AGO, Mr. Lewis 
Mumford, certainly one of the most 
intelligent of living Americans, wrote 
a letter to the New York Times express- 
ing his horror at the apathy of his 
countrymen in the face of the dangers 
inherent in our policy and conduct in 
the Straits of Formosa. Here we were, 
he said, on a brink from which we 
might at any moment be shoved by 
the Chinese Nationalists or dragged 
by the Chinese Communists, with a war 
yawning before us which could only be 
fought by the horrible weapons of 
genocide and with the end of human 
life on earth as a very possible conse- 
quence. And yet we sat there in a numb 
indifference, leaving the decision of life 
or death to a Secretary of State whose 
previous decisions or indecisions were 
responsible for our predicament. 

It was, as you see, an angry letter 
and one with which men of certain 


opinions might differ. 

Our apathy, Mr. Mumford suggested, 

could only be the consequence of our 
enormous consumption of tranquilizers 
and sedatives. Only a nation doped into 
unreality could possibly contemplate in 
silence a series of events and declara- 
tions which might at any moment lead 
to the extermination of enormous num- 
bers of peaceful human beings, first in 
Asia and then throughout the world. 
I WAS STRUCK BY THIS for I 
found myself wishing the real explana- 
tion might be as simple and ironic. 
For the truth is, of course, that our 
apathy with regard to the incredible 
and terrifying events in Amoy harbor 
is the result, not of our habits in the 
taking of pills, but to our habits in the 
thinking of thoughts. And the further 
truth is that that strange dislocation 
by which we “know” what we cannot 
feel—by which we can “know” that the 
consequences of a merely diplomatic 
maneuver may be the atomizing of the 
city of Peiping and then Tokyo and 
then Moscow and then New York, but 
cannot imagine, in our live emotions 
what this “knowing” would feel like— 
this dislocation is the consequence of a 
deeper dislocation, not only in our- 
selves, but in the civilization in which 
we exist. 

For this divorce between knowing 
and feeling did not first appear in 
September of 1958, and neither is it 
anything we Americans can claim as 
our own peculiar prerogative. The Ger- 
mans have exhibited the same curious 
capacity: the “good Germans” who 
“knew” about the gas ovens of the 
concentration camps, but were never- 
theless able to live in tranquility and 
good conscience, until they began to go, 


.in crowded, silent audiences, to per- 


formances of “The Diary of Anne 
Frank.” And we ourselves—shall we call 
ourselves the “good "are 
guilty of the same peace of mind. We 
“know” what happened at Hiroshima. 
But do we feel our knowledge? Could 
we even think about risking the possi- 
bility of a world-wide atomic war as a 
matter of “face” or official vanity if 
we did? )

SOO OOOOOODOOOHLEY 


IAM NOT HERE to discuss foreign 
policy—if that is the right term for our 
recent behavior off the China coast. 
But nothing could better illustrate the 
flaw at the heart of our civilization 
than this strange chapter of our history. 
Nothing could more convincingly dem- 
onstrate that knowledge without feeling 
is not knowledge and can lead only to 
public irresponsibility and indifference 
—and conceivably to ruin. Nothing 
could more clearly prove that when the 
fact is disassociated from the feel of 
the fact in the minds of an entire 
people — in the common mind of a 
civilization—that people, that civiliza- 
tion, is in danger. 


Whatever the underlying cause of the 
divorce of feeling from knowing, that 
divorce reveals itself most vividly in 
the strange and ignorant belief that the 
life of the imagination lies at an oppo- 
site pole from the life of the inquiring 
mind—that men can live and know and 
master their experience of this darkling 
earth by accumulating information and 
no more. 

To me—not many others think so— 
the real crisis in the life of our society 
is the crisis of the life of the imagina- 
tion. Far more than we need an inter- 
continental missile or a moral rearma- 
ment or a religious revival, we need to 
come alive again, to recover the virility 
of the imagination on which all earlier 
civilizations have been based: Cole- 
ridge’s “synthetic and magical power” 
by which “the whole' soul of man” may 
be brought to activity, and knowledge 
may be known. . 

A society which has so lost the 
capacity to see the world feelingly that 
it can watch in silence while the pos- 
sibility of nuclear extermination is 
employed as a diplomatic maneuver 
may stand in need of thousands of 
young manufacturing scientists sooner 
than it thinks. But even sooner, it will

Fleisher as Soloist 


Van Remoortel Returns 


LEON FLEISHER (portrait above), young American 
pianist, will make his third appearance with the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra at its concerts Saturday evening at 8:40 
and Sunday afternoon at 3 o'clock in the Kiel Auditorium 
Opera House. Edouard Van Remoortel, who has been vacation- 
ing in Europe the past month, will again appear as regular 
conductor. 

Fleisher will play Brahms's Concerto No. 2 in B Flat Major, 
Op. 83. Other selections will be Mendelssohn's Symphony 
No. 4 in A Major, Op. 90 (“Italian”), the overture to 
Smetana’s opera “The Bartered Bride” and Mozart's overture 
“Les Petits Riens,” which never before has been played in 
an orchestra subscription series. 


Fleisher, like a number of other Americans, acquired 
major status as a musician through success in Europe; in 
his case it was winning the Belgian Queen Elisabeth Inter- 
national Piano Competition in 1952. He began studying piano 
at the age of four, and at 10 he became a pupil of Arthur 
Schnabel. His first important appearance as soloist was that 
with the San Francisco Symphony Orchestra, conducted by 
Pierre Monteux, in 1943. Fleisher played at the Brussels 
World’s Fair last summer and frequently makes tours of 
Europe and of this country, as he currently is doing. 
THIS AFTERNOON Glenn Gould will conclude his 
current engagement as soloist with the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra at a concert at 3 o'clock in the Opera House. 
Gould, who at age 26 is an outstanding pianist, will play 
Beethoven's Concerto No. 5 in E Flat Major, Op. 73 
(‘The Emperor”). Wholly orchestral offerings will be 
Tschaikowsky’s Serenade for String Orchestra, Boris Blacher’s 
Theme and Variations and the overture to Wagner's opera 
“Die Meistersinger von Nurnberg.” Harry Farbman, assistant 
conductor and concertmaster, will conduct. 


Other Musical Events 


ROMAN CATHOLIC music will be the subject of a 
program in the current Metropolitan Church Federation 
Festival of Religion and the Arts at 5:30 this afternoon at 
Trinity Episcopal Church. The choir of Holy Cross Church, 
Baden, will sing, and the Rt. Rev. Msgr. Martin B. Hellriegel 
of that church will discuss the relation of music to Roman 
Catholic worship. Subsequent programs in the festival will 
concern Greek Orthodox, Lutheran and Anglican music. 
JANE ALLEN, St. Louis pianist, will play a recital 
Tuesday evening at 8:30 in the Wednesday Club auditorium, 
Taylor and Westminster avenues, under the auspices of the 
Artist Presentation Society, which exists to encourage 
“talented young musicians in the St. Louis area.” She will 
play Siloti’s arrangement of Bach's Organ Prelude in G 
Minor, .Bach’s Prelude and Fugue in C Sharp Minor, 
Beethoven's Sonata in D Minor, Op. 31, No. 2, Prokofieff's 
Sonata, No. 3, Brahms’s Intermezzo in A Major and Rhapsody 
in B Minor, Chopin's Nocturne in C Minor and Scherzo in 
C Sharp Minor and Griffes’s Sonata. Miss Allen is the wife 
of Melvin Ritter, assistant concertmaster of the St, Louis 
Symphony Orchestra. 


Classical Records 


A NEW RECORDING of the Mozart Requiem made 
under the direction of Herman Scherchen should supersede 
any previous discs because of its serious, devout spirit and 
its firm organization. The reproduction too is quite satisfac- 
tory. The artistic forces involved in this performance are 
the Vienna State Opera Orchestra, the Vienna Academy 
Chorus and the following soloists: Sena Jurinac, soprano; 
Lucretia West, alto; Hans Loeffler, tenor, and Frederick 
Guthrie, bass. (Westminster, Monaural, one record.) 


As has been published many times Mozart did not live to 
complete the Requiem. Franz Sussmayr, his friend and pupil 
wrote the Sanctus, Benedictus and Agnus Dei and is generally 
credited with filling in several gaps. Whether he worked from 
notes he had made during conversations with Mozart has 
never been determined but it is evident that he successfully 
adhered to the general character of the work. 


Mme. Surinac’s voice is unsteady in the music allotted 
to the soprano soloists. The other soloists are excellent and 
the chorus produces a compact sound of good quality and 
is responsive to the changing character of the score. 

THE SOUTHWEST GERMAN RADIO Orchestra 
produces the deep, organ-like texture that is essential to a 
good performance of Anton Bruckner’s symphonies in a 
new recording of the Symphony No. 7 in C Major. Hans 
Rosbaud is the conductor and it seems to me that his directing 
is wholly sympathetic to the feeling of elevation and the 
broad eloquence of the score. The performance is also 
strongly aggressive in the lively scherzo. The version here 
used is the “original” which in this instance means the first 
draft and not the “autograph” score. (Vox, Monaural, one 
record.) 

SIX CONCERTI GROSSI, by Arcangelo Corelli, as 
performed by the Chamber Orchestra of the Societas Musica 
of Copenhagen, are offered in a single album. The conductor, 
Jurgen Ernst Hansen, evokes incisive, well balanced and 
cohesive playing from the group. The sound is not quite as 
mellow as that of the leading Italian string ensembles but 
the performances disclose both the structure and the spirit 
of the works in a way that does them justice. Corelli, one 
of the earliest masters of the concerto grosso, is unfailing 
in his melodic inspiration. The uniform excellence of each 
concerto is Jikely to make the listener feel that one or two 
are enough to hear at one sitting. The six concerti form the 
whole of Opus 6. (Vox, Monaural and Stereo, three records.) 
RUDOLF FIRKUSNY’S PERFORMANCES ina 
number of piano works by Claude Debussy are notable for 
their tonal beauty and a style that realizes the ideal of poetic 
delicacy without discarding rhythmic propulsion or a neces- 
sary skeletal structure. The “Reflections in the Water” for 
instance, includes some fine legato playing but though it is 
devoted to a single concept, it moves, it sparkles, it has 
vitality. Other familiar works in this selection are ‘“Feux 
d’Artifices,” “The Engulfed Cathedral” and “La Plus Que 
Lente.” The piano reproduction, when it comes through 
two speakers, is excellent. (Capitol, Monaural, one record.) 
LEONIE RYSANEK, the new Viennese dramatic. 
soprano acquired by the Metropolitan Opera, gives a sampling 
of her qualities in a recording of operatic arias. She is 


- accompanied by an unidentified orchestra with Arturo Basole 


conducting. “Pace, Pace” from Verdi's “Forza del Destino,” 
*Vissi. d’Arte” from Puccini's “Tosca,” “Ritorna Vincitor” 
from “Aida” and “Salce, Salce” from Otello are sufficiently 
varied to disclose Mme. Rysanek’s stylistic assurance and 
abundant vocal resource. Her voice has depth, richness and. 
power. (RCA-Victor, Monaural, one record.) “ae 


To Our Correspondents 
Ground Rules for Letter Writers 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

THE MUSIC DEPARTMENT of the Post-Dispatch 
has received many unsigned letters throughout the years 
which deplore some aspect of musical life in St. Louis. In 
some instances the criticisms are offered in a moderate 
spirit; often they raise a question worth discussing. In others 
they are so abusive as to make it evident that the writer's 
judgment is tainted by personal resentment. 

The Post-Dispatch publishes many letters that take issue 
with the acts of public officials and with its own policies, 
No matter affecting the public welfare, however indirectly, 
is out of bounds and there is no reason why the administra- 
tion of the Symphony Society or any other musical organizas 
tion should be exempted from the general rule. 

The anonymous letter writer, however, is wasting his time. 
No responsible newspaper can respect information or opinions 
received from persons who are not willing to make known 
their identities. When a writer believes the publication of 
his name would invite reprisals of one kind or another he 
can ask that it be omitted, But he must, at a minimum, give 
his name and address as an earnest of good faith. 
NATURALLY NO LIBELOUS, seditious or obscene 
communication will be printed, whatever its source. But 
letters conforming to law and decent practice will be given 
every attention; and whether they are printed or not, or 
whether they are used as a subject for open discussion, the 
name of the writer will be withheld on request. 

Several letters recently addressed to the Music Editor did, 
in fact, raise questions that were worth examination. The 
fact that they were bad tempered, or that they challenged 
the qualifications of the paper's reviewers were not held 
against them. I prefer light to heat but indignation can 
sometimes warm up an otherwise tepid discourse. It is only 
the anonymous letter, whatever its temperature, that is 
always ignored. 

It is sometimes said of newspaper reviewers that they are 
like school teachers in that the targets of their disfavor 
cannot answer in kind. This is not the case. This department 
would welcome many more letters of comment and criticism 
than it receives. It is true, of course, that if everybody whe 
reads a review or an article were to reply in writing, all 
replies could not be published. As this has never happened 
in the history of newspaper criticism, its present possibility 
need hardly be considered. 

It would be a healthy sign if everyone with a strongly 
held opinion about music in St. Louis or about music reviews 
would make them known. It need hardly be said that opinions 
about music are always affected by subjective elements and 
in consequence a wide range of views on any subject, whether 
a composer, a performer or a committee that directs musical 
policy, is to be expected. 

So let the lay critics take their pens in hand. In the Interest 
of profitable debate I hope their comments wiil be supported 
rationally. It is not quite enough to say: “You're an idiot.” 
A short definition of what constitutes musical idiocy would 
be helpful as a point of reference. But whatever is written 
must be signed if the writer expects to get a hearing.

ARCADIA, Calif., Jan. 24 
(UPI)—Round Table picked up 
132 pounds today and in one of 
his great races set a new 
American turf record for a 
mile and a quarter over the 
grass in the $29,250 San Mar- 
cos Handicap at Santa Anita. 

Winning by a half - dozen 
lengths in a canter, Round 
Table’s time was 1:58 2-5, clip- 
ping two-fifths of a second off 
the American record set by 
Alidon here in 1955. 

Eddie Schmidt closed reso- 
lutely to get up for second and 
Andrew Alan was third while 
Anxious Moment was fourth in 
the field of eight starters. 

In addition to his record, 
Round Table also set a mark 
of being the first horse in San- 
ta Anita history to win a stakes 
with more than 130 pounds. 

The all-time money-winner 
was making his first start on 
the Santa Anita grass course 
although for the past two years 
he has been the national grass 
course champion as a result of 
eastern races over the sod. In 
today’s race he demonstrated 
his liking for the grass to the 
amazement of the 49,000 racing 
fans who had never seen him 
run over that surface before 
in the west. 

Coupled with Tall Chief IT, 
Round Table went off at odds 
of 1-2 and he returned $3.10, 
12.60 and $2.20 across the 
board. Eddie Schmidt, winning 
a piece of a purse for the 20th 
straight time, returned $4.90 
and $3.20 for place and show 
and Andrew Alan paid $3.10 
for show. 

Today’s victory brought $16.,- 
700 to Round Table’s owner, 
Travis M. Kerr of Oklahoma, 
and it boosted the horse's all- .~ 
time earniings record to $1,-| 
363,189 as he made another | 
stride towards his second mil- | 
lion in earnings. 

But to Kerr and Trainer 
Willie Molter the race demon- 
strated that Round Table could 
pick up 132 pounds over a dis- 
tance of ground and win with 
ease. He is assigned that same 
impost for the $145,000 Santa 
Anita Handicap Feb. 28, his 
major goal at the meeting. 

Round Table broke on top 
and there he stayed as Jockey 
Willie Shoemaker calmly raced 
in front under a tight hold for 
nearly a mile.

Why Contracts? 


Before Ingemar Johans- 
son, the Swedish heavy- 
weight boxer, knocked out 
Eddie Machen in one round, 
a contract was entered into 
by Edwin Ahlquist, Johans- 
son's adviser, providing a 
return match with Machen 
in this country in the event 
Johansson won. 

The Swede won all right, 
and immediately it was 
claimed that the return con- 
tract was signed under duress 
and, therefore, it was invalid. 
Which opened the way for 
negotiations between Johans- 
son and Floyd Patterson's 
manager, Cus D'Amato, for a 
heavyweight title bout in 
this country in June. 

As of the moment it seems 


that this match will be 
signed in the near future 
with Bill Rosensohn, who 


promoted the fight between 
Patterson and Roy Harris at 
Los Angeles last summer, as 
the promoter. Sid Flaherty, 
manager of Machen, pre- 
sumably holds the contract 
for the return bout. Sid also 
seems to be holding the bag. 

He said he would fight 
through every court to force 
Johansson to live up to the 
agreement. He may find that 
far more expensive than for- 
getting the whole thing. 

Contracts seem to be only 
as good as the men who 
make them. They have been 
kicked around in boxing, 
and other sports, and prob- 
ably will be again. 

It does appear silly, how- 
ever, to publicize such 
agreement, when the parties 
involved do not have the 
intention of going through 
with them. 

Don Jordan, who won the 
welterweight title from Vir- 
gil Akins in Los Angeles in 
December, signed a contract 
with a return bout clause in 
it providing 30 per cent for 
each boxer in the second 
contest in the event Jordan 
won, 


He Prefers Aragon 


While Akins has signed 
with the International Box- 
ing Club for a return bout 
at The Arena, March 6, un- 
der the stipulations of that 
contract, Jordan’s manager 
is claiming he should get 
$40,000 for fighting Akins, 
the same as Virgil got when 
he fought his man in De- 
cember. 

Meanwhile, Jordan has 
fought once, knocking out 
Alvaro Gutierrez in the third 
round to show that he’s 
keeping his hand in, ready 
to defend his title in the 
event he meets Akins again. 
But his manager, Don Nes- 
seth, would rather arrange 
for his first title defense 
against Art Aragon in Los 
Angeles before meeting the 
St. Louis welterweight a sec- 
ond time. 

That should prove an easy 
one for Jordan and result in 
a big day, because, win, lose 
or draw, Aragon is a big at- 
traction in L.A. The gates 
he has attracted have been 
simply fabulous and a title 
bout between him and Jor- 
dan should be a big draw. 

The contract with Akins 
remains, however, and it 
would appear that Jordan 
should honor it before tak- 
ing on anybody else for the 
championship. 

So should Johansson hon- 
or his agreement with Mach- 
en prior to boxing Patterson. 

But don’t be too surprised 
if things go the other way 
with Johansson boxing Pat- 
terson for the heavyweight 
title in June and Jordan 
meeting Aragon for the 147- 
pound crown before Akins 
gets his chance to regain 
the championship he held 
for a few months.

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HENNINGS BACKS 
BILL TO ASSURE 
PASSPURT RIGHT

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 
Senator Thomas C. Hennings 
(Dem.), Missouri, said today he 
will join in sponsoring legisla- 
tion designed to assure most 
American citizens of the right 
to obtain passports promptly. 

In another development, the 
senior Senator from Missouri 
asked Postmaster General 
Arthur E. Summerfield to 
vield to the city of St. Louis 
in the dispute over what use 
shall be made of a building 
site near Kiel Auditorium. 

Hennings, chairman of the 
Senate Constitutional Rights 
subcommittee, said the pass- 
port legislation was intended 
to assure that most American 
citizens may obtain passports 
within 30 days after making 
application, paying necessary 
fees and proving their identity. 

Hearings Held. 

The subcommittee held ex- 
tensive hearings in the last 
session of Congress on the dis- 
cretionary denial of passports, 
geographical limitations on 
travel and related § matters. 
The proposed bill, which 
Hennings will join in sponsor- 
ing, is to be introduced in the 
Senate Tuesday by Senator 
Hubert H. Humphrey (Dem.), 
Minnesota, a member of the 
Foreig:r. Relations Committee, 
which is expected to consider 
the measure. 

The practice of the State 
Department's passport division 
of denying passports to per- 
sons with suspected subversive 
leanings has come in for criti- 
cism in the past. The depart- 
ment’s .olicy of discouraging 
travel by Americans to some 
parts of the world, notably 
Communist China, also has 
been the object of criticism. 

Hennings said the bill is pat- 
terned after a decision issued 
by the Supreme Court last 
June holding that the Secre- 
tary of State did not have au- 
thority to deny passports to 
persons on the basis of their 
political beliefs or associations. 

Helped Draft Bill. 

Hennings said he assisted in 
drafting the proposed measure.

New Wing

Proposed 


Plans for construction of @ 
77-bed addition to the St. Jo- 
seph Hospital of Kirkwood, at 
525 Couch Avenue, were re- 
ported last week by Dr. Lloyd 
Roluff, chairman of the hos- 
pital’s expansion program com- 
mittee. 

A campaign to obtain $1,- 
250,000 from citizens and busi- 
nesses located within six miles 
of the hospital has been initi- 
ated. 

The addition is being de- 
signed by the _ architectural 
firm of Jamieson, Spearl, Ham- 
mond and Grolock. 

The original structure was 
built by the United States Gov- 
ernment in 1939 as a hospital 
for the Marine Corps. The Sis- 
ters of St. Joseph of Carondelet 
took over the property, spent 
$1,275,000 to remodel the 150- 
bed building in 1954, and 
opened it to the general public 
that year. It is the only general 
hospital in that area. 

Hammond said the four-story 
addition would project about 
160 feet west of the rear wall 
of the hospital, between two 
existing wings. To the rear, 
there is proposed a semi-cir- 
cular-shaped day room, at all 
four floor levels. 

The ground floor is to in- 
corporate a driveway and am- 
Salines entrance, pharmacy, 
storage room, receiving and 
storage rooms for oxygen and 
ether, an emergency waiting 
room, and other smaller rooms. 

The first floor up is to have 
a 45-foot by 48-foot assembly 
room, which may be partitioned 
into smaller units by folding 
doors. This area would be ad- 
jacent the day room.

Clarissa Start 


Lists Drivers She'd 
Like to Run Into 


IT WAS ONE OF THOSE awful mornings—you know 
the kind—when the radio djs cheerfully tell you to 
“leave home early and drive carefully.” Them in their 
warm, dry studios. It turned out as advertised and as I 
slid down Lindell, miss- 
ing each and every stop 
sign, I indulged in the 
dubious pleasure of enu- 
merating the drivers I'd 
like to hit. 

Some out - of -towners 
say that St. Louis drivers 
lack courtesy. I don't 
know whether this is uni- 
versally true, but these 
are some who do: 

The driver who is fol- 
lowing you closely when 
it becomes necessary for 
you to slow down. Either 
the stop light changes or 
you perceive a road block 
or a child of 3 on roller 
skates or a tiny sports 
car under the headlights. 
This clod who (a) has no 
faith in your judgment, 
and (b) is not equipped 
with your 20-20 vision and cannot see farther than the 
blurry outline of your car, leans on the horn. As you con- 
tinue to slow down, he zooms around, pulls in front, and 
then, seeing the stop sign, road block, small child, or sports 
ear, jams on his brakes, forcing you to do likewise. 


Equally infuriating is the very, very impor- 
tant driver in a great hurry. Although he has no 
intention of making a right turn, he is in the 
right-hand lane. This driver, who also hasn’t vis- 
ited his oculist lately, and can see nothing beyond 
the fins in front, suddenly realizes that he’s in 
the wrong lane or a truck is parked ahead. You 
have two choices, to let him squeeze in ahead of 
you or hit the truck. It is tempting. 
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CLARISSA START 


THEN THERE IS THE DRIVER who passes you on the 
left or legal side but immediately swings in front of you 
and over to the right. The reason is that he has to make 
a right-hand turn but he has to do it a split second before 
you reach the corner instead of afterward. 


When I took driving lessons, my teacher gave me one 
piece of advice which has been invaluable in St. Louis 
traffic. 


“That driver is supposed to make a stop,” he said at 
an intersection, “but they don’t always do it.” 


My experience is that some of them never do it, and 
nothing is more infuriating than the brazen driver who 
spoils the game by ignoring the rules. 


I’ve used the pronoun “he” but there are two 
other road blockers, I’m sorry to say, usually 
women.

Who Killed James S. Bullock? 


Police Have Been Working Around Clock on Hundreds of Tips but Case Remains Mystery

A FALLACY that all murderers are caught sooner or later 
has long been circulated by authors of classical literature. 
Shakespeare hammered at that theme in many of his plays. 
“Truth will come to light; murder cannot be hid long,” he wrote 


in “Merchant of Veiuce.” 
“Murder will out,” they said. 


Chaticer and Cervantes agreed. 


The fact is that Shakespeare, Chaucer and Cervantes dealt 
with murders that could be solved with the stroke of an ink- 
tipped feather. They never worked on a homicide squad. Had 
they spent a month with St. Louis detectives investigating the 
James Stanley Buliock murder case they might have written 
differently. They might also have blown their tops and re- 
signed from the homicide squad. 


The Bullock case probably 
has been discussed more wide- 
ly than any other local news 
event since the Greenlease kid- 
naping. What’s new on Bul- 
lock? has become as common a 
greeting as How d’you do? And 
the fact that there is so little 
new in the investigation from 
day to day has caused the pub- 
lic to become impatient with 
the Police Department. 


Trouble is everybody's been 
spoiled by television. Lt. Fri- 
day or Peter Gunn, or any 
other of the public or private 
eyes on TV, can solve the most 
complicated mystery in 27 min- 
utes on any given evening. 

St. Louis police have worked 
hard on the Bullock case, rack- 
ing up many hours of unpaid 
overtime and asking questions 
around the clock. But they 
can’t go around breaking arms 
and skulls like Mike Hammer. 
Nor can they put all the sus- 
pects in one room, in the man- 
ner of Philo Vance, and trap 
the killer with clever dialogue. 
There is such a thing as the 
Fifth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 
It guarantees that Americans 
do not have to give evidence 
against themselves. 


An author, searching for 
material for a whodunit, 
could find all the elements 
of a best seller in the Bul- 
lock case. Its principals are 
people of substance. The 
reader can identify himself 
with them. The murder oc- 
curred Dec. 17 in front of 
the City Art Museum in 
Forest Park. Art museums 
and art galleries long have 
been favorite stamping 
grounds for higher class 
murder mysteries. 


The writer could find any 
number of theories about why 
the murder was committed. St. 
Louis police still have an open 
mind on theories and have 
thought of at least half a 
dozen. But the author would 
have to manufacture his own 
clues, or at least use a little 
imagination to enlarge on the 
few clues that have come to po- 
lice attention. 

Speaking of the principals: 
To begin with, the victim of 
the brutal killing was a young 
man whose known background 
marked him as an Horatio Al- 
ger hero type. He was a push- 
er, who overcame the handi- 
cap of a shortened leg. He 
was making rapid strides in 
his job as assistant work-order 
clerk in the transmission and 
distribution department at Un- 
ion Electric Co. (His boss said 
his only fault was that he tried 
to work too fast.) 

In a further effort to better 
his station in life, 27-year-old 
Bullock was studying account- 
ing three nights a week at St. 
Louis University School of 
Commerce and Finance. He 
would have obtained an as- 
sociate degree in accounting 
next June. Bullock also had 
paid his obligation to his coun- 
try; he had served two years 
in the Army.

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ton, young circuit attorney, 
gave her what probably was 
the most uncomfortable hour 
of her life. He questioned 
her relentlessly about affairs 
she allegedly had had with 
other men. Her composure 
cracked and she answered 
neither yes nor no. She kept 
repeating: “I don’t remem- 
ber.” 


The other characters in the 
Bullock case also might appeal 
to a fiction writer as people of 
mystery, At least police han- 
dling of the investigation has 
made them appear mysterious. 

Soon after the investigation 
began, detectives learned that 
Mrs. Bullock had been married 
before. They looked up her for- 
mer husband, Dr. Glennon E. 
Engleman, a South St. Louis 
dentist, from whom Mrs. Bul- 
lock was divorced in January 
1956. He co-operated briefly 
in a police interrogation at the 
beginning of the inquiry. Since 
then he has refused to answer 
police questions and twice has 
cited his Fifth Amendment pro- 
tection against self-incrimina- 
tion in refusing to testify at 
the inquest. 


His present wife, Eda, a live- 
ly blond librarian employed at 
the Central Public Library, re- 
mained in the background for 
some time. Then she refused 
to submit to questioning by po- 
lice. When s.:.e reported that 
she and her husband had re- 
ceived telephoned threats, and 
that a motorist had tried to run 
her down in Olive street, she 
was suddenly projected into 
the cast of characters. 


The investigation drew two 
other persons into the case. 
They are Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
J. Johnson. Why Mrs. Johnson 
has become involved is a com- 
plete mystery. She received a 
subpena to appear before the 
grand jury and wa in and out 
of the grand jury room in two 
minutes. That is the extent 
of her known participation. 


Johnson, a teacher at Han- 
cock High School, became in- 
volved when Dr. Engleman 
told police he and Johnson 
were together between 7 and 
8 o'clock the night of Dec. 17. 
Bullock was shot to death 
shortly after 7:30 p.m. John- 
son told detectives, and also 
testified at the inquest, that he 
was with Engleman at the 
dentist’s office, 2767A Park 
avenue, when the murder was 
taking place. 


Police found other patients 
of Dr. Engleman who said they 
had made unsuccessful efforts 
te reach him at his office be- 
tween 7 and 8 o'clock that 


Johnson, they 
said, acknowledged that Engle- 
man had telephoned him at 2 
o’clock the morning after the 
murder to discuss their activ- 
ities the night before.

for his life. Police hopped on 
the new lead and looked for 
other persons who may have 
seen Bullock in this condition 
in the days immediately pre- 
ceding his murder. 

His aunt, Mrs. Walter Duer- 
beck, said he had behaved 
normally those last few days. 
Co-workers said he talked 
about bringing his hi-fi phono- 
graph equipment down to 
Union Electric to play Christ- 
mas music before the holidays, 
an annual custom. 

Bullock attended a night 
class in literature on Friday, 
Dec. 12. He took a written ex- 
amination and did well. A 
close friend challenged Cop- 
ley’s account, which placed 
Bullock in the sanitarium be- 
tween 1 and 2 p.m. Saturday.

five minutes later he was at 
the house, he said, and he and 
Bullock watched the St. Louis 
University-Kentucky basketball 
game on television. They were 
together the rest of the day. 


Police found that Mr. and 
Mrs. Bullock went to a down- 
town restaurant for dinner that 
night, stopping at a bar on the 
way home. The next day, Sun- 
day, they had dinner with Mrs. 
Duerbeck. Bullock attended 
night classes Monday. He was 
at work Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

Bullock’s last evening began 
normally. He came home from 
work and ate dinner. After eat- 
ing he went outside and hung 
Christmas lights in the front 
yard. He cleaned up and 
changed clothes. He kissed 
Edna Ruth goodby and left 
their duplex at 1448 Yale ave- 
nue at 7 o'clock. Neighbors saw 
him drive away in his 1957 
Plymouth sedan. 


It should have taken Bullock 
about 15 minutes to drive his 
usual route to the university 
over the express highway. His 
first class was set for 7:30. But 
at 7:30 he was at the Art Mu- 
seum, considerably off his 
course to school. _

Why did Bullock go to the 
museum? If police had the 
answer to that puzzler they 
would be well on their way 
to solving the mystery. They 
rule out the possibility he 
was forced to drive there by 
a robber who entered the car. 
Bullock was not robbed and 
it is unlikely a holdup man 
would have pursued him so 
relentlessly. 


Fine Arts drive was well- 
traveled that night, even at 
the moment Bullock was being 
murdered. Other cars were 
parked behind the museum 
and in parking areas around 
Art Hill. Some probably were 
occupied because Art Hill has 
been a favorite place for ro- 
mancing for young St. Louis- 
ans for more than a half a 
century. 

Several automobiles had to 
swerve to avoid striking Bul- 
lock as he staggered from the 
service road into Fine Arts 
drive, his face bloody and his 
arms waving. At least one car 
ran over him after he col- 
lapsed and lay dying. Some 
motorists drove on and have 
never reported to police. 

Louis A. Gola of University 
City thinks he saw the killer. 
He was driving in an easterly 
direction with his 4-month-old 
son beside him on the front 
seat. He saw two cars ahead 
of him swerve to avoid hitting 
Bullock, and slowed his ma- 
chine. 

“The man in the road (Bul- 
lock) had a bloody nose and he 
was bleeding from the mouth,” 
Gola told police later. “I was 
about 20 yards from the serv- 
ice road when I saw a second 
man apparently chasing the 
first one. He appeared to have 
something in his hand that 
could have been a weapon.” 

Street lights around the mu- 
seum do not illuminate the 
area very well and Gola’s im- 
pressions of the scene were 
hazy. He gained the impression 
that the two men had been 
fighting and that Bullock was 
calling for help. He described 
the man chasing Bullock as 
being about 35 years old and 
stockily built. He was wearing 
a brown overcoat and a blue 
hat, Gola said. 

Why didn’t some of the mo- 
torists stop and come to Bul- 
lock’s aid? Picture yourself in 
the same situation. Would you 
stop if you thought you might 
be held up or beaten? These 
possibilities were in the minds 
of some of those driving by. 

Gola was most concerned 
with the safety of his baby son. 
He swerved with the others. 
After passing by he tried to 
take in the scene through his 
rear vision mirror. He was able 
to see nothing more. 

Dr. John J. Connor, coroner’s 


~ 
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physician, later said Bullock 
could have run only a few steps 
after receiving one of 
wounds, a shot between the 
eyes. The bullet, a .22 caliber 
slug, lodged in his brain, This 
would lead to the conclusion 
that the killer might have in- 
flicted the final wound after 
Gola drove past, 

Police believe only one weap- 
on was used. The first shell ap- 
parently contained only bird- 
shot because eight pellets 
struck Bullock in the chest. 
This shot must have been the 
first fired. The other three 
shells fired at Bullock con- 
tained lead slugs. One struck in 
the base of the forehead, 
another entered the left tem- 
ple and came out the right, and 
the third pierced his neck, 
ranging downward. 

Bullock also suffered six 
broken ribs. These injuries 
apparently came after he col- 
lapsed and was run over. There 
were tire marks on his legs. He 
was still breathing when police 
arrived, but died as he was 
being lifted into an ambulance, 
He was not able to make «a 
statement. 

The shooting was reported 
as an automobile accident, but 
police soon learned better. 
They found Bullock's Plymouth 
behind the museum. The motor 
was running. On the blood- 
stained front seat, detectives 
found a copy of “The Immortal 
Poems of Shelley and Shake- 
speare,” which Bullock had 
been reading for his class in 
composition. 

Police said Mrs. Bullock was 
overcome with grief when told 
of her husband's death. 

“He waved to me as he drove 
away,” she said. “I expected 
to see him again within three 
hours.” 

Questioning of Mrs. Bullock 
developed the information 
about her former marriage to 
Dr. Engleman. Engleman was 
questioned next. He volun- 
teered the information that he 
owned a 22 caliber target pis- 
tol and three .22 caliber rifles. 
He and his wife liked to shoot 
at targets, he said. The weap- 
ons were tested at the police 
laboratory and none was 
found to be the weapon used in 
the killing. 

Police became more inter- 
ested in Dr. Engleman when 
they found what they de- 
scribed as loopholes in his 
alibi. Engleman quit talking 
to them. 

Johnson told his story at the 
first session of the inquest, but 
Dr, Engleman refused to tes- 
tify, citing the Fifth Amend- 
ment for the first time. The 
inquest was postponed. several 
days to give Mrs. Bullock an 
opportunity to regain her com- 
posure. 

Again, at the second session, 
Engleman was called to the 
stand. This time he cited the 
Fifth Amendment and then 
read a statement. 

“IT am innocent of any 
wrongdoing,” he said. “Yet I 
know innocent men have been 
convicted on circumstantial 
evidence. Therefore I must 
respectfully decline to answer 
on the grounds it may tend to 
incriminate me.” 

Engleman was asked Ii11 
questions concerning his rela- 
tions with Mrs. Bullock since 
their divorce and her remar- 
riage, and with points raised 
by police about his account of 
his whereabouts the night of 
the murder. He answered none 
of the questions. 

Mrs. Bullock, dressed con- 
servatively in dark green, fol- 
lowed her ex-husband to the 
stand. She was composed at 
first, but quickly wilted. Cuir- 
cuit Attorney Eagleton pulled 
no punches. 

Eagleton asked about visits 
she had made to Engleman fol- 
lowing the 1956 divorce. 

“I don't understand,” she re- 
plied in a weak voice. 

“Was there any amorous in- 
volvement between you and 
the doctor?” Eagleton de- 
manded. 

She lowered her head. “I 
don’t remember,” she said. 

Eagleton’s questions became 
more direct, more personal. 
Mrs. Bullock continued to 
plead a poor memory as Dr.

America’s Pundits 


Kenneth Tynan, a British writer, is spending a year in 
the United States as guest book critic of the New Yorker 
Magazine.

THE INTELLECTUAL LANDSCAPE of America is 
dotted with curious features. One of the most remarkable 
of these is the prevalence of pundits. Many of them are 
specialists in their own fields—politics, literature, sociology 
or psychiatry—yet their words have repercussions far wider 
than those of specialized knowledge. They speak ex 
cathedra, and are listened to with a respect that borders 
at times on awe, even though they frequently have little 
or no official status. 

A pundit writes not only on his own subject but on 
what he is apt to refer to as “the American situation” or 
“the American experience.” He is an analyst of society and 
culture, a guardian of values, an interpreter of trends. 


> NOT ALL PUNDITS operate on the same level of maj- 
esty: mach depends on the medium through which they ex- 
press their findings—tradio, television, daily papers, weekly 
magazines, quarterlies, lectures, or books, in that ascending 
order. The best of them, however, are aspiring to the role 
of intellectual arbiter, or latter-day Solon, that was played 
in nineteenth-century England by men like Coleridge, 
Carlyle, Matthew Arnold and John Stuart Mill. 


The test of a true pundit is the extent te which 
he departs from his home ground and the authority 
with which he trespasses on everybody else’s. The 
elassic instance of an American pundit without 
portfolie is probably Bernard Baruch. 


> A LITERARY CRITIC, for example, is well on the way 
to becoming a literary pundit when his influence begins to 
spread outside purely literary circles. By this definition, 
Lionel Trilling and Edmund Wilson are pundits on a scale 
unapproached by any contemporary English critic. 

Sociological pundits, a rapidly growing tribe, are led 
by David Riesman (“The Lonely Crowd”), William H. Whyte 
(“The Organization Man”), Philip Wylie (“A Generation of 
Vipers”) and Max Lerner (‘America as a Civilization), with 
columnists like Robert Ruark bringing up the rear. Erich 
Fromm has graduated from psychiatry to punditry, and 
there is a thriving gradation of political pundits, ranging 
from Walter Lippmann and the Alsop brothers te West- 
brook Pegler. 

On radio and television, Ed Murrow is the unsurpassed 
pundit, 


The list eould go on indefinitely, including 
such uplift pundits as Norman Vincent Peale. What 
its members have in common is that they have all 
set themselves up as independent observers, mak- 
ing genealizations about the social and/or cultural 
scene. They have also achieved thereby an as- 
tonishing degree of national celebrity, 


>» THERE IS, of course, one obvious reason for their exist- 
ence. A country so vast, so full of specialists, so broken up 
into ethnic and other immigrant minorities, needs to have 
its multitudinousness brought into one focus; to have its 
chaotic ways of life charged and crystallized. Hence the 
emphasis on what are called “areas of togetherness” and 
the urgent quest for people who can be described either as 
“mature, adult, all-round human beings,” or, more am- 
bitiously, as “Renaissance men.” 

Intellectual punditry, as Lionel Trilling tentatively 
suggested to me, has a similar raison d'etre. America, he 
said, has no cultural establishment of the sort that exists 
in Britain; no elite of intellectuals, sharing roughly the 
game values and standards, whether ethetiec or political.

EUROPE WAS AT WAR, as 
it had been off and on for over 
15 years. The American mer- 
chant ship Horace’s passage 
was delayed, once she entered 
the North Sea, by the British 
on one hand and the allies of 
Napoleon on the other-— two 
sides each blockading the other 
in 1809. 

On Oct. 22 the Horace final- 
ly made landfall on the gray 
headlands of Kronstadt, entry 
port of imperial Russia’s vast 
domain. The Horace asked for 
a pilot, but a three-hour wait 
produced none. By now it was 
dusk, and the passenger hailed 
a guard ship hovering nearby 
for a boat to take him ashore. 
On the way in he was chal- 
lenged by a naval barge and 
summoned to present himself 
to the commandant of the port. 

This the visitor did, and on 
landing introduced himself as 
John Quincy Adams, minister 
plenipotentiary of the United 
States of America to the Court 
of His Imperial Majesty Alex- 
ander, Czar and Autocrat of 
All the Russias. 


Therewith began one of 
the most remarkable mis- 
sions in the history of Amer- 
ica diplomacy, as well as one 
of its most engaging ones. 
The crusty son of rugged 
John Adams, reared te be 
the leading young Puritan 
of Boston, found himself as 
America’s first plenipotenti- 
ary at the mest extravagant, 
Byzantine, and corrupt court 
of Europe. His four years 
there were ones of rising 
tumult and drama, during 
which the envoy of the far- 
away republic conducted 
himself with an aplomb that 
captivated the most cynical 
of courtiers and with a suc- 


cess that astonished even 
himself. 


He walked with Alexander I 
when the youthful Czar and 
the conquering Napoleon were 
at the height of their exuber- 
ant friendship. He saw that 
friendship break up and end 
in Napoleon's suicidal march 
on Moscow—and was in fact 
himself, like some fateful her- 
ald in classic tragedy, a con- 
tributor to that outcome. 

Within five days of his ar- 
rival Adams found himself at 
his first diplomatic dinner at 
the home of the chancellor, ro- 
tund, oleaginous Count Roman- 
zoff, in company with the dash- 
ing French ambassador, Cau- 
laincourt. Over 40 sat down 
at table in what Adams de- 
scribed as “the style of high- 
est splendor,” the men being 
“covered with stars and rib- 
bons beyond anything that I 
had ever seen”—and he had 
seen Paris and London as well. 

Within another week the 
American minister was received 
by the Czar, under circum- 
stances that suggested favor. 
Adams had barely begun his 
bows when Czar Alexander ad- 
vanced on him and disarming- 
ly greeted him: “Sir, I am de- 
lighted to have the pleasure to 
see you here.” 

This was sometimes Alexan- 
der’s way. Far from being for- 
bidding, he was at the time 
Adams met him the most in- 
gratiating, the most handsome, 
and also the most tantalizing 
monarch of Europe. He waxed 
enthusiastic over French phil-

THIS IS a true story about 
the days when river pirates led 
by a cutthroat leader named 
Jim Wilson were a menace to 
boats and freight on the Mis- 
sissippi river system. These 
facts are history. They are as 
indisputable as the fact that 
there is an Illinois town named 
Cave-in-Rock, in Hardin coun- 
ty on the Ohio river. 


Cave-in-Rock, and it was just 
that, was the hide-out for Wil- 
son and his fellow pirates. 
They preyed on hapless flat- 
boat men and their freight in 
the early 1800s, as they floated 
freight down the Ohio river 
and into the Mississippi, bound 
for southern ports. 

These flatboat men were a 
rough-tough, brawling breed, 
but in the main, honest citi- 
zens. One flatboat man, who is 
known to have floated at least 
two cargoes down river, was 
Abe Lincoln, to whom history 
ascribes such forthrightness 
that he was known as “Honest 
Abe.” But Jim Wilson was a 
notable exception. 

He was guiding his flatboat 
raft down the Ohio one day 
when a cave in the rock on 
the Illinois bank attracted his 
attention. The floor of the cave 
was covered with white sand. 
Wilson tied up and investi- 
gated,

osophy, Rousseau, even Amer- 
ican republicanism, and was 
hard to pin down on anything. 
Napoleon, baffled, called him 
“The Northern Sphinx.” 
Adams, the junior minister at 
court, resolved to draw him 
out. 

The talk continued far be- 
yord the time usually allotted 
for presentations, ranging over 
topics from the climate of Mas- 
sachusetts to the geographic 
extent of Russia. “Its size is 
one of its greatest evils,” the 
Czar mused of his own coun- 
try. “It is difficult to hold to- 
gether so great a body as this 
empire.” 


Adams had reason to be 
gratified by his first inter- 
view with the Czar. As his 
dispatches to the State De- 
partment show, he was 
aware of the strong impres- 
sion he himself had made. 
What he did not know at the 
time was that there was an- 
other reason for the Czar’s 
special cordiality. On the 
very day ef their interview, 
Alexander was privately 
weighing a move that was to 
become fateful for him, for 
Napoleon, and for all Eu- 
rope. 


The young Czar was fighting 
Britain and her pretensions on 
the seas. Yet his bosom French 
ally was never more trium- 
phant than now after his new- 
est victory over Austria, and 
the peace he jad imposed on 
her—in which France crept 
still closer to Russia's borders 
—showed little consideration 
for the Czar’s aid and loyalty. 
Moreover, through his Conti- 
nental system of counterblock- 
ade against England, Napoleon 
had set himself up as arbiter 
of all that moved to and from 
Europe by water, including 
that which moved to Russia. 
So the Czar found it interest- 
ing just now to talk at length 
to this short, well-spoken 
visitor from a neutral, trans- 
atlantic country that seemed 
to have no interest but peace- 
able trade. 

Adams's own object was by 
no means to breed dissension 
among monarchs. It was simply 
to stop their interference with 
American shipping in the Bal- 
tic—a problem most acute in 
the narrow seas controlled by

that floated by on the Ohio 
from such cities as Pittsburgh 
and Cincinnati! Wilson quickly 
recruited a gang. 

Now there was the problem 
of getting the passing flat- 
boat men to tie up their large 
rafts, so the cargo would be 
accessible to the pirates with- 
out a fight. 

Wilson was an experienced 
fisherman. He knew a 
catch depended on the bait 
used. What better bait to 
lure the flatboat men ashore 
than liquer and women? Wil-

Meanwhile the affairs of Eu- 
rope moved at their slow, meas- 
ured pace. It took a courier two 
weeks in winter to get through 
from Paris to the Russjan capi- 
tal, while Adams was fortunate 
if he could get an answer to a 
dispatch of his to Washington 
within six months. So there was 
time to look about, observe, and 
even amuse oneself. 


Within less than a week of 
his arrival he had done some 
systematic sampling of Russian 
liquors—particularly the heady 
kvass and chitslitsky, which he 
found tasted like “small beer.” 
He found them “not unpala- 
table,” although Mrs, Adams 
didn't agree. Then he attended 
his first full-dress royal affair, 
a Te Deum sung at the palace 
chapel in honor of the new 
Austro-French peace. 


Next came a ball at Chan- 
cellor Romanzoff's, lasting very 
late, at which again “the dresses 
were more splendid, and the 
profusion of diamonds and other 
precious stones worn by both 
the men and women ... was 
greater than I ever witnessed 
anywhere.” 

This was followed by a din- 
ner given by Count Einsiedel, 
the minister of Saxony, at 
which Adams shone by discuss- 
ing German literature with his 
host, Homer with the Spanish 
minister, and the new constitu- 
tion of Holland with the Dutch 
envoy, 

Mrs. Adams, being pregnant, 
was often unable to accompany 
her husband on his evening 
rounds, which reached their 
midwinter height ata gay 
torchlight party given by Cau- 
laincourt at his country retreat. 
To this the Ambassador had in- 
vited some 80 friends to enjoy 
sliding down his “ice-hills” on 
their posteriors, Most of them 
came “specially equipped for 
the purpose,” Adams recorded 
in his diary, the men in heavy 
pantaloons, the ladies in fur- 
lined riding habits. 

Adams's custom had always 
been to rise early—never later 
than 6—and begin the day 
with an hour’s reading of the 
Bible. Yet here ‘‘we rise sel- 
dom before 9 in the morning 
—often not before 10. ... The 
night parties seldom break up 
until 4 or 5 in the morning. 
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son also believed in adver- 
tising. In large white letters, 
in plain view from the passing 
river flatboats, he scrawled on 
the outside of the cave the sign 
“Wilson’s Liquor Vault and 
House of Entertainment.” When 
flatboats hove into view there 
was usually a scantily dressed 
girl on hand at the cave mouth. 

Shippers as far up-river as 
Pittsburgh and Cincinnati be- 
gan to be alarmed by the fre-

But he did, regarding it as 
his duty to meet everyone and 
miss nothing. és 

Yet it was not Adams’s ex- 
cursions that made his success 
in Russia. It was his daytime 
habit of going out on walks 
alone, The Czar, an uncon- 
ventional man himself, liked 
also to go out walking alone. 
Adams soon discovered where 
Alexander liked most to walk, 
namely, along the embankment 
of the Neva, and this led to a 
series of sidewalk encounters 
of increasing intimacy — all 
presumably accidental — be- 
tween monarch and minister. 

The Czar began to look for- 
ward to these man-to-man en- 
counters, even though the two 
rarely touched upon the ur- 
gent matters uppermost. in 
their minds. 

The court asked itself just 
what had been said at these 
unusual meetings. ‘Minister 
Adams’s influence here has an 
element of the mysterious,” 
remarked a visiting French- 
woman. Yet all Adams had 
really been doing was to keep 
before the Czar’s mind the im- 
age of himself and the nation 
he represented. 


On one hand Alexander was 
beholden to his French ally, 
and on the other, he was be- 
coming increasingly restive. 
For one thing, Russia needed 
foreign commerce, and the 
neutral Americans were now 
its chief carriers. Adams spoke 
incessantly of this commerce, 
stressing first its rights and 
then its opportunities. His 
manner conveyed conviction 
and strength, and Alexander 
intensely admired strength. 

Adams's persistence bore 
fruit. 


That winter the Czar, de- 
termined at last to free him- 
self of French dominance, 
issued a ukase freely admit- 
ting American ships to his 
ports and at the same time 
virtually blecking French 
produce from them. Adams 
informed the Secretary of 
State in code that Russia’s 
new determination seemed 
“fixed and unalterable.” It 
was more than that. It was 
revolutionary, and it helped 
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Strangely enough much of the 
missing merchandise turned up 
in Memphis and New Orleans, 
or other river cities, but the 
northern shippers received no 
money for the goods, and were 
able to locate no trace of the 
flatboat crews. They noticed 
the last they heard of the miss- 
ing crews was from a point 
above the cave in the rock on 
the Ohio river. 


River shippers then began 
offering large rewards for in-

lead to war. Napoleon angri- 
ly recalled Caulaincourt. 


That spring some 20 
American ships swarmed into 
the Baltic. 

Then, one day in March, 
1812, Adams again met the 
Czar on the blustery quay. 
The usually affable monarch 
was somber. “And so it is, 
afier all, that war is coming 
which I have done s0 much 
to avoid,” be blurted. “Na- 
poleon keeps pushing for- 
ward. Now he can’t advance 
any farther without attack- 
ing us.” 


The following month, mon- 
arch and minister met once 
more on the embankment, and 
this time the Czar’s expression 
was even more cheerless. 
Adams knew that Alexander 
was about to join his army 
in the field. They talked only 
about the weather. It was the 
last time they met. 

The Grande Armee rolled in 
across the Niemen, and St. 
Petersburg promptly sup- 
pressed all news of military 
movements. “Great anxiety 
here.” Adams noted in July. 
In late September he heard 
the first rumors of the cap- 
ture of Moscow. 

Dark gloom now descended 
upon the capital. It was thought 
that Napoleon’s next objective 
would be St. Petersburg. Yet 
Adams, prophetically, wrote 
his father, “Napoleon is in an 
enemy's country, hemmed in 
between four Russian armies 
over whose bodies he must 
either advance or retreat; 2000 
miles distant from his own 
capital; having lost one half 
the forces with which he com- 
menced the war; and sur- 
rounded in the midst of = 
camp by auxiliary armies § 
disaffected : . that at the 
first symptom of defeat they 
would more eagerly turn their 
arms against him than they 
now follow his banners. 

Then came the bells of a Te 
Deum. Moscow had been lib- 
erated! November brought still 
another Te Deum to honor the 
defeat of Davoust’s and Ney’s 
corps. A few days later Adams 
dined at Chancellor Roman- 
voff’s in a festive company 
that included the wives of Mar- 
Kutuzov and his chief 
field commanders—not includ- 
ing the greatest of them all, 
the one whom Napoleon had 
called “General Winter.” 

Yet there was more for the 
American minister to do than 
simply witness history In pro- 
cession. There was, for in- 
stance, Mme. de Stael, a fugi- 
tive from Napoleon, who ar- 
rived in mid-war, bent on 
overwhelming St. Petersburg 
with her conversation as well 
as her fame as Europe's great- 
est femme fatale. Within a 
fortnight of reaching the Rus- 
sian capital, she invited Adams 
to come and see her. 

There began a duel between 
Europe's leading freethinker 
and free liver and the Boylston 
Street Puritan that ranged 
from topics such as religion 
—for which she had little use 
—and international morality— 
of which she claimed herself 
an apostle—to American and 
British policy. “How was it 
possible that America should 
have declared war on Eng- 
land?” she demanded. “Why 
didn’t America join the holy 
cause against Napoleon?” 

Adams fixed the bosomy, 
slightly untidy presence and 
answered crisply, “First, be- 
cause we have no means for 
making war against him. Sec- 
ondly, because it is a funda- 
mental maxim of American 
policy not to inter-meddle with 
the political affairs of Europe. 
Thirdly, because it is altogeth- 
er unnecessary. He has ene- 
mies enough upon his hands al- 
ready.” 

Next day Adams called on 
her again. Before she took off 
for her next stop at Stockholm, 
she asked him to be sure to 
visit her wherever their paths 
might cross. To his father at 
home he wrote, “Whom can 
one help deserting for Mme. 
de Stael?” 

Schoolbooks téday still

DeMille Had Magic 
Box-Office Touch 


CECIL B. DEMILLE, who died Wednesday at the age of 
77 years, produced pictures which most critics regarded as 
spectacular but usually corny. Yet, such was his genius for 
giving the public what it seemed to want that he was the 
most financially successful producer-director in the business 
which he helped to found. 

His first 69 pictures cost $40,000,000 to produce. They 
took in a world gross that has been estimated at $650,000,000, 
by one source, although that seems much too high. His 
seventieth and last film, “The Ten Commandments,” cost $13,- 
500,000 to produce, a record. So far, its return in rentals in 
the domestic market is figured at $32,000,000, putting it in a 
position to pass “Gone With the Wind” as all-time box-office 
champion. Its eventual return in the world market may run 
to $75,000,000. 


Mr. DeMille was a legend in his time. He, Samuel 
Goldwyn and Adolph Zukor were the last of the pic- 
neers, the Hollywood giants. He was famous for his 
Biblical spectacles. They were inspired by a genufhe 
religious fervor — he sometimes remarked that his 
father, a playwright, had instilled a leve of the Bible 
in him by reading it aloud every night. But Mr. De- 
Mille also appreciated the value of a bath stene, an 
orgy and spectacle to give most of his Biblical films 
a flamboyance that appealed to popular taste. 


“] HAVE OFTEN WONDERED why critics are hostile,” 
he once said. “If the people are entertained, that should 


be enough.” 
He was, on the set, always the picture of the Great 
Director. A dais would lift him above the crowd. He would 


wear a riding outfit with open neck shirt, a pith helmet, shiny 
brown leather puttees, and even after the public address sys- 
tem made it unnecessary, fondle a megaphone.

His concentration was terrific as he directed. 
body was tensed. He would bark his commands. 
tolerate only brief suggestions from his assistants. 
accept or discard the suggestions incisively. But he always 
denied the popular supposition that he hired only “yes-men.” 

“Why should I pay a man more than $20 a day if all I 
want him to say is ‘Yes'?” he asked. “On the other hand 
I don't want an aide who continually ‘noes’ me. He'd be just 
as worthless.” 


He explained his sternness on the set this way: 
“T have been called a tyrant, a despot and a martinet, 
because I lose my temper when I see someone playing 
checkers on a set that cost $40,000 a day when he 
should be paying attention to his job. It’s the same 
with alibis. I don’t have enough time on this earth 
to listen to alibis.” 


HE WAS NOT ALWAYS REVERED for his methods. An 
electrician at Paramount who had worked on “The Ten Com- 
mandments,” described Mr. DeMille to me very bluntly as 
“a crabby old man.” “He has no mercy,” the electrician said. 
“He called up one actress to bawl her out. Did he do it 
quietly, in a corner? No, he did it over the public address 
system.”

He always insisted on spectacular effects. In “Rose of the 


Rancho.” some actors protested against his plan to use live 
ammunition to blast open a barricaded door. He said he 
needed the splintering effect from real bullets and admon- 
ished: “For Heaven's sake, be careful! I can only take the 


scene twice. We've only got two doors.” When an actor re- 
belled at having Jean Arthur flick a gun from his hand with 
a bullwhip in “The Plainsman,” DeMille took a severe lashing 
on his own arm until Miss Arthur improved her atn. 


There were a lot of apocryphal stories and cartoons about 


Mr. DeMille'’s autocratic ways which he treasured in scrap 
books—he had a sense of humor off the set. One story was 
that when he was on a studio stage at M.-G-M., so much 


smoke emerged from the stage that a fire alarm was sounded. 
An actor came out and explained it wasn't a fire, that there 
were 200 actors on the set and Mr. DeMille had merely asked 
for a light. 

Another was that a man was arrested, his sanity sus- 
pected, for walking down a Hollywood street, shouting “No! 
No! No! No!” He explained to the police that he was a 
DeMille assistant, on vacation. 

A cartoon showed a mighty Hollywood set tumbling down. 
The caption explained: “An assistant director just said ‘No’ 


to Mr. DeMille.” 

Once when Mr. DeMille was re-elected president of the 
Motion Picture Producers, the presiding officer said: “All those 
in favor of Cecil B. DeMille for president, say ‘yes."” The 


laugh brought down the house. 

Another story was that when a man tried to see the great 
director, he was told: “You won't be able to see Mr. DeMille 
this afternoon. He's thinking.” Actually that joke had much 
truth in it. Mr. DeMille often spent days in solitude, planning 
scenes. He went to vast pains in the researching and prepara- 
tion of scripts. 


Mr. DeMille never overlooked the “dramatic” 
value of a bathtub when occupied by a shapely female. 
I remember his first spectacular bath scene. It was 
in “Male and Female.” way back in 1919. which Mr. 
DeMille made from “The Admirable Crichton.” Gloria 
Swanson, as a spoiled daughter of the rich. slipped 
out of a diaphanous tfobe, held by two maids to 
shield her from the prying eyes of the audience, and 
descended daintily into a sunken bath.

DeMille directed the first feature length 
“The Squaw Man,” in 1913. He, Samuel Gold- 
then in the glove business, and Jesse L. Lasky, 
a cornet player in vaudeville, met in a restaurant and, 
on the back of a menu, formed the Jesse L. Lasky 
Feature Play Co. They capitalized it at $20,000, each 
of the trio putting in $5000. They tried to peddle the 
other $5000 share unsuccessfully. They offered it to 
Dustin Farnum in lieu of a $250 a week salary to star 
in “The Squaw Man.” He took the salary and thereby 
lost millions which he would have made had he re- 
tained a quarter interest in the company that later 
became Paramount.

There they rented half a barn (now the site of the Paramount 
studio) and made the picture for $25,450. 
profit of $255,000, and Hollywood was born as the film capital. 

When he made the first “The Ten Commandments” in 
1923, DeMille took 3000 extras out to the California desért 


and shot the Biblical scenes in color at a cost of $50.000 a 


day for ten days. Lasky was aghast and threatened to fire 
him. DeMille raised $1,000,000 in two days, laid the ¢ash 
on Lasky’s desk and said he would buy up the company’s 
interest. Lasky’ was going to take it, but an associate said: 
“Don't sell what you've never seen, Jessie.” So Lasky refused. 
The picture made $5,000,000. 

Mr. DeMille won an Academy Award for his “The Greatest 
Show on Earth,” as best picture of 1952, although he never 
won an award as best director. The picture, a circus melo- 
drama, was spectacular and flamboyant.

closest to his own character. 
For the Congreve of Amert- 
can letters has broken discip- 
line for the moment and writ- 
ten an amusing, tender and, in 
the last scene, touching portrait 
of some middle-class folk in 
Worcester, Mass. “The Cold 
Wind and the Warm” is his

Writ- 
ing very artfully and scrupu- 
lously, Mr. Behrman has man- 
aged to knit these details into 
a frail and leisurely play. 


If he were not a literary 
stylist, the first two-thirds of 
the play might look like a 
cartoon of Jewish life. But 
he writes with taste, warmth 
and dexterity—amused by the 
simplicities but loyal to them, 
as if he were under bond to 
bestow on them his most scru- 
pulous gifts as a writer. 


AND PRESENTLY it devel- 
ops that he has a serious story 
to tell in honor of an older 
person who was his adviser and 
friend. Willie is a generous 
young man and a good counsel- 
lor. He also lives a diffuse 
personal life. Tiring quickly of 
the things he is fanatical about, 
he transfers his fanaticism to 
other things.

Singer, Ex-Dope Addict, 
Wants to Make Cormelinck 


By Paul Buiar 


NEW YORK, Jan. 24 (AP). 


A SLIGHT, graying, 39-year-old singer is trying to pick up 
the fragments of a once- -promising career marred by a long- 


Playing police record. 


In the process, David Allen, who hit the big time in the 
1940s, is challenging the legality of New York police puwer 
to decide who may and who may not work in a night club. 


But beyond this issue, which 
may reach a legal ruling soon, 
is the story of human tragedy 
arid waste—a story Allen. who 
says he’s reformed, wants told 
candidly for the benefit of 
others. 

Allen is an ex-convict and an 
ex-drug addict. ‘He’s also a 
Purple Heart veteran of World 
War II.) He wants to make a 
living now the only way he 
knows how—by singing. His 
friends in the entertainment 
world say he’s a fine singer, 
with rich potential. 

But Allen can’t get work in 
the important New York clubs 
because police won't give him 
a cabaret identification card. 
They have had the right to ex- 
ercise this veto since prohibition 
days, when night spots, often 
hoodlum-owned, were breeding 
places of crime. And, they say, 
Allen’s record justifies their 
stand. 


ALLEN IS the first to agree 
that his record is bad. 

He was born Albert de Lella 
in Hartford, Conn. He was ex- 
posed to music early in life. 
His father played the French 
horn and his mother was a 
singer. 

While still in his teens, he 
left high school for a singing 
job on radio station WTHT in 
Hartford. He sang with other 
local stations and local bands 
before joining Jack Teagar- 
den’s big-name outfit in 1940. 

But the big time was short- 
lived for De Lella now 
known professionally as David 
Allen. He was drafted in Aug- 
ust 1941 and 15 months later 
he was hitting the beach in 
North Africa as part of a 
medical detachment. 

It was then that narcotics 
entered Allen's life. 

“We were in a pocket, a hell 
hole,” he recalls. “I wanted 
to live and I was the type 
that wanted to try at every- 
thing. I don’t know why, but 
I-fook a shot of morphine. 
““Maybe it calmed me, I 
dtin’t know. Five days later, on 
March 28, 1943, I was hurt. 
Counter-battery concussion 
shattered my body. I was 
knocked senseless. I bled from 
every opening.’ 

After hospitalization in Afri- 
ca and the United States, Al- 
len was discharged on June 
12, 1943, with a Purple Heart 
afid a 60 per cent disability. 

“ALLEN’S REACH and easy 
bkritone style brought him jobs 
with many top bands, includ- 
ing Van Alexander, Bob Ches- 
ter, Henry Jerome, Freddie 
Siack and Boyd Raeburn. But 

was restless; something 
bothered him, 

Many times in music and 
Sis circles of New York and 
the West Coast Allen was of- 
féred marijuana and narcotics, 


Hé says, but he turned them 
down. Then, in Hollywood in 
Igmuary 1947 an offer was 
made and he accepted. 

“TI don’t know why, a 
says. “Probably a feeling of 
insecurity. It was the war 
transformed into society for 
me. 


~I was in an ever-tightening 
circle. I felt everyone misun- 
dérstood me. They didn’t know 
what I was trying to do with 
my music. I eliminated one 
ffiend after another as un- 
trustworthy until suddenly I 


was alone. 
-“‘T was pretty well shot, 
ready for anything; just not 


caring. I was beginning to lose 
my self-respect. My sense of 
values had changed rapidly for 
the worst. 

“In early spring, I started 
to see demons and I realized I 
had been hearing voices and 
seeing visions for some weeks. 

“Tt went to the Kingsbridge 
Veterans’ Administration Hos- 
pital in the Bronx and told my 
story. They took me in, I was 
glad to get away from it all. 
1 broke down completely. 

“I screamed as they took me 
into the locked ward: “Close 
the door! Close*the door! I 
want no part of it!’” 

At Kingsbridge, Allen took 
insulin shock treatments. He 
was discharged in October 1947 
and went to live in California 
with his sisters. 

He avoided the music busi- 
ness, even turning down a job 
with Harry James’s band. He 
worked in gas stations and fac- 
tories and did house painting. 
It didn’t last. 

One night during the sum- 
mer of 1948, a stranger ap- 
proached him in a hamburger 
stand in El Monte, Calif., and 
asked him if he wanted to “get 
high. ™ 

“I said okay,” Allen recalls. 
“tl was bored stiff with life. A 
few weeks later, he gave me a 
package of heroin that lasted 
three weeks—just long enough 
to get me hooked. 

“T began to run into people I 
knew existed but had never 
known—touts, hustlers, pan- 
derers, thieves, junkies, all the 
scum of the earth. I began to 
see the world as a bitter pill. 

“Tl thought that maybe I 
should face the facts; that the 
world was really like this and 
that there was a lot going on 
that I didn’t know about. Every- 
thing was rotten. It was aill 
black; all no good.” 

It wasn’t entirely black, 
though. He was back in music 
and his legion of admirers in- 
side show business continued to 


grow. He got some good club —

dates and recording opportuni- 
ties. 

After a determined effort, 
Allen thought he had shaken 
the narcotics monkey from his 
back. Then came an engage- 
ment in a fancy Hollywood 
nightclub, singing with the 
Page Cavanaugh trio. 

“During the act,” he recalls, 
“I could see a familiar sil- 
houette at the bar. As I sang, 
Il fried to think who it was. 
Then it came to me. My old 
narcotics contact. 

“After the show, I went to 
say hello to my acquaintance. 
When he shook my hand, he 
put a half-grain of morphine 
spike in mine. I went down- 
stairs to the dressing room. 

“The next thing I knew, Page 
was yelling down for me. It 
was time for the next show. I 
was sitting with my head be- 
tween My knees, the spike 
stuck in my arm, blood running 
down my arm. Saliva drooling 
from my mouth.” 

So it went. On again, off 
again. On again. The drift 
steadily downward. No music. 
No time for anything but dope. 
How to get the money for the 
stuff? 

A friend offered him half of 
a small check if he could get 
it cashed in a hurry by coun- 
tersigning it and presenting it 
to someone he knew. 
simple. 

“Then he came around with 
more checks. It got 
fast that I was a good paper 
hanger (fake check passer). I 
don’t know how many checks 
I signed. 
of dollars.” 

Allen was’ caught and sen- 
tenced in 1955 to a 2 to 3 year 
term for grand larceny in the 
second degree. He went to. 
Sing Sing, then to Clifton pris- | 
on at Dannemora, the Siberia | 
of the New York state prison 
system. 

“It was there that I found 
the lowest elements of human- 
ity and I also found my iden-| 
tity. I knew I had talent. | 
looked around me and, seeing 
what I saw, I began to appreci- 
ate this great favor. 


“I began to feel sorry for | 


what I had done. Especially in 
the cells, I felt embarrassment 
and *:mility. About the mid- 
dle 1956 I began to come 
around.” 

BY THE TIME he was pa- 
roled in May 1957 after 221% 
months in jail, Allen “realized 
that I could actually do what I 
had started to do—become a 


big singer. I began to listen to 
the people I knew.” 

He also found that show 
business friends hadn't de- 
serted him. 

An old admirer, Richard 


Bock of World Pacific Records, 
had him record an album of 
Jerome Kern tunes. The album 
did well and led to appear- 
ances on the-Steve Allen and 
Jack Paar shows. 

Show business cheered, in- 
cluding some people he had let 
down before: Frankie Laine 
(“he staked me to a trip to the 
narcotics hospital in Kentucky 
but I walked out’’); Peggy Lee 
(“she tried to talk 
Science to me and booked me 


for a shot on her radio show; | 


I took the advance and never 
showed up”); Sammy Davis Jr. 
(‘he staked me to a $1000 
wardrobe but as soon as I got 
out of the shop with the 
clothes I pawned them”); Stan 
Kenton and others. 

Late last summer, he signed 
to open a New York night club 
“The Den.” It was a big break. 
Talent scouts throughout the 
country usually pick their acts 


from what they see in New 
York. 
But the police refused to 


issue Allen a cabaret identifi- 
cation card on the basis of his 
past. 

This time, more than show 
business came to Allen's aid. 
Maxwell T. Cohen, a New York | 
lawyer who has many show | 
people as clients, took the case 
to court. Currently the case 
is awaiting disposition by the 
Supreme Court of New York | 
County (Manhattan). 
borne Association, formed 
about 30 years ago by the -war- 
den of Dannemora to help re- 
habilitate ex-convicts, also re | 
lied to Allen’s support. 

“I'd rather kill myself than | 
use junk again,” he says, “I'm | 


tired of singing just for people | 


in show business. I want to | 
sing for all the people.”

WHEN THE THERMOMETER climbed to just above 
freezing on a Sunday afternoon, I pulled on a fleece-lined 
jacket and went with Tiger for a round of the farm.

S YOUR PTA A WASTE ' 


Parent Teacher Associations can be hard-hitting, aggressive and on their 


toes. But many have gone wrong. Here's how you can improve your PTA

Monday night, somewhere in the U.S., a number of 
mothers and fathers—mostly mothers—will assemble 
at the local school, wedge themselves behind child- 
sized desks, listen patiently for several hours, and then 
go home feeling satisfied that they have done their 
duty by an important American ritual. nee 

Repeat this scene 44,000 times a month and you 
have a picture of the sweep of the Parent-Teacher 
Associations—or PTAs, as they generally are known. 
In recent years, PTA, with nearly 12 million mem- 
bers, has become one of the largest organizations in 
U.S. community life. 

They have vast resources in membership, money 
($25 million a year, by one estimate) and mentality. 
Yet many educators feel that all these resources are 
being squandered. All too many PTAs, it is contended, 
are a waste of time. They spend most of their time

fighting the wrong battles on the wrong ground at the 
wrong time. 

Take what has happened in West Haven, Conn.., as 
an example. West Haven, a city of 32,000 almost 
within sight of Yale University, has a record virtually 
unparalleled in U.S. education. The crowded high 
school there has been on double sessions for 27 years. 

Lately, West Haven’s dubious distinction—and the 
causes behind it—have been under investigation by 
the Defense Commission of the National Education 
Association. And now, at last, a citizens’ movement is 
picking up steam to approve a bond issue to build a 
new high school. 

An overflowing high school would seem to be the 
No. 1 issue for a PTA, but West Haven’s PTA met 
regularly, according to one investigator, and “just 


didn’t talk much about the high school.” 


school classes and hired teachers, but students pey their own 
tuition. Group also organized Boy and Girl Scout troops. 


t 


This is not the only example of a PTA gone wrong. 
In Darien, Conn., one PTA plastered the town with 
literature vigorously supporting a construction bond 
issue. Right behind came another PTA, just as ac- 
tively opposing it. 

In Hawthorne, N.J., town voters repeatedly refused 
teachers salary increases they were legally entitled to. 
The teachers threatened to resign in a body—-and half 
of them did. The PTAs—partly in fear of political 
réeprisal—-sat by and did nothing. 

Obviously, an organization as far-flung as the PTA 
cannot all be tarred with the West Haven-Darien 
Hawthorne brush. There also are excellent, live-wire 
PTAs, as the photos on these pages show. 

If you have children, you probably belong to a PTA 
yourself. Each of the 44,000 PTAs across the U.S. is 
organized around a local school and is, in theory, com- 
pletely independent of any other PTA. In practice, 
however, all work together through town, county, re 
gional and state councils. Arching over the whole sys 
tem, and speaking nationally for the membership, is 
the National Congress of Parents and Teachers. 

Thus PTA has the dimensions of a giant. But to 
many responsible educators and thoughtful “friends 
of the schools,” it is a flabby giant. Many PTAs are 
characterized as neither harmful nor helpful, but 
merely inert. 


PTAs Should Speak Up 


“Here you have the PTAs,” one prominent edu- 
cator told PARADE recently, “with more strength than 
ever. Yet there probably is more confusion about what 
schools are doing or not doing. No one may say the 
PTA could eliminate all this confusion. But if PTAs 
had been on their toes, they could clear it up a little.” 

Adds another educator: “Look at the big questions 
about schools today—science teaching, math teach 
ing, foreign languages, gifted children. These are 
questions that deserved to be raised, whether you think 
the schools have done well or not. But who raised 
them? Not the PTA.” 

A certain amount of PTA helplessness, educators 
concede, is built into the organization. Although some 
PTAs strive to do otherwise, most virtually disband 
at the end of the school year and pick up from scratch 
the following September. 

Recently, as part of a study of school and com 
munity relations, Dr. Norton L. Beach, of Teachers 
College, Columbia University, inspected a number of

PTAs in an eastern state. Against most of them, Dr. 
Beach found, eight charges could be leveled: 

1. PTAs don't represent the community. 

Nothing in PTA bylaws prevents non-parents, or 
parents of children attending private or parochial 
schools, from joining. But almost none ever do. Thus 
the most a PTA can hope for is 55 per cent of the 
community. Also although male membership is grow- 
ing, PTAs still are three-quarters female. This top- 
heavy ratio drives away many men who might be PTA 
leaders. 

Finally, many PTAs remain narrowly interested 
in their ewn school. 

2. Most PTAs don’t know where they're going. 

A typical PTA year, Dr. Beach found, consists of 
an Open House, at which parents follow their chil- 
dren’s schedule and listen briefly to a teacher outline 


* the year’s work; a program on art, on music, on physi- 


cal education, a “Christmas show,” a fund-raising 
activity and a dinner. Little attempt to find out what 
parents really want to know. 

3. Most PTAs talk, but don’t listen. 

At a typical meeting, parents sit and listen to speech- 
making. There is seldom opportunity for questions. 
Only rarely does a PTA break up into small groups 
where parents might have opportunity—and courage 
—to raise fundamental issues. 

4. Many PTAs are lacking in leaders.

One reason PTAs so seldom break into smaller, 
more conversational groups is that there aren’t enough 
leaders to go around. Lately, at the urging of the Na- 
tional Congress, some PTAs have begun quickie lead- 
ership training courses. But the number of PTAs with 
such courses still is negligible. 

5. Too much time is spent on trivia. 

For a do-good organization, the PTA often sets its 
sights too low. A typical organization will spend more 
time discussing the physical details of a classroom 
than what goes on in the class. 

Not until this year, for instance, did the National 
Congress suggest that local PTAs might wish to size up 
the academic job their schools were doing. 

6. PTAs have failed at the high school level. 

Most of today’s criticism centers around high-school 
teaching, yet PTAs never have had more than a foot- 
hold there. Many parents lose interest in PTA by the 
time their children reach high school. The children 
themselves are teenagers who often resent having 
parents and teachers get together. 

Some PTAs, with mild success, have brought high 
school students themselves into the organization in 
order to infuse it with more life. 

7. PTAs often are too much teacher, too little 
parent. 

Often teacher control of PTA is pushed onto the 
teachers by parents themselves.

Dr. Beach believes one reason for this is that the 
principal is often the only male in what still is pre- 
dominantly a woman's organization. Women members 
naturally look to him for leadership. With more male 
membership, the situation might change. 

8. PTAs engage in too much “business” and fund- 
raising. . 

Most PTA meetings which Dr. Beach attended be- 
gan with a long series of committee reports, which 
quickly bored the audience and could have been 
handled otherwise. 

One item of business unendingly reported in PTAs 
is the annual fund-raising card party, bazaar or din- 
ner. And in too many PTAs fund-raising becomes the 
goal of the year’s work. 

All of Dr. Beach’s charges can be met by an aggres- 
sive, vigorous PTA. Indeed, some PTAs already are 
meeting them. Such on-their-toes groups, the Na- 
‘tional Congress agrees, could be more common. 

But many—perhaps most——-PTAs fall short of this 
distinction. They amble along muddled, aimless and 
time-wasting. They do no actual harm, and they may 
do small, simple amounts of good. But while hunting 
for little good deeds, they allow opportunities for big 
good deeds to slide by.

What makes a PTA vigorous? Here's a closeup of one of the best 


CLAYTON, MO. 
In PTA language, a 100 per cent meeting is one in 
which at least one parent attends for every child in 
school. Occasionally a PTA will record a 200 per cent 
turnout. But at McMorrow School here, it is not un- 
usual to have 400 per cent attendance. PTA meetings 
attract not only parents but grandparenf$, aunts, 
uncles and cousins. 

Parents at McMorrow and Clayton’s seven other 
schools are education-conscious. In the last few years, 
PTAs here have: 

© Lobbied successfully, along with other PTAs, 
for a county-wide, state-authorized special school for 
retarded and handicapped children. 

@ Organized and turned over for town supervision 
a complete summer day-camp program. 

e Put on yearly blitz telephone campaigns for pas- 
sage of school-bond issues and school budgets. (None 
ever has been defeated. ) 

e Campaigned for a 20 percent raise in teachers’ 
salaries, finally settled for slightly more than 13 per 
cent. 

Currently, a committee of 30 Clayton citizens is 
carrying on a comprehensive study of the town’s 
schools and their needs, present and future. Six sub- 
committees are looking into accounting procedures, 
building conditions, maintenance costs, city develop- 
ment, class sizes and future school population. 


“I'll Miss the PTA” 


Undertaken at the suggestion of Schools Superin- 
tendent Francis Lloyd, the study is not actually a 
PTA-sponsored project. But all 30 members, chosen 
for their talents in the six fields of study, are-or have 
been active in the Clayton PTA. The committee was 
organized and functions with the PTA blessing. 

Clayton keeps PTA members busy. (One woman 
told PARADE she had postponed moving until the 
school year ends: “I'll- miss the PTA too much.” ) 
Wives’ projects include chauffeuring, chaperoning, 
cataloguing books in the school library,serving as part- 
time clerical help in various projects. 

One wifé estimated she put in 75 hours a month 
on PTA work alone. Several mothers have made it a 
rule to donate one full day a week to help with PTA 
activities. 

Clayton also has gone in for activities other PTAs 
consider “heavy.” Last year, McMorrow sponsored a 
series of seminars on child growth and development 
with leadership furnished by the Mental Health As- 
sociation. As suggested by the National Congress and 
by Dr. Norton Beach (see page 7), meetings were 
deliberately kept small to give parents a better chance 
to ask questions. 

The PTAs here also meet many of the other objec- 
tions to do-nothing PTAs. Last year, for instance, 


McMorrow submitted a questionnaire to PTA mem-— 


bers asking what subjects they would like discussed, 
drew up the year’s program based largely on the re- 
sults. Male membership runs between 30 and 40 per 
cent. Officers are almost invariably male. Meetings 
have been streamlined to handle most business in ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

Still, Clayton’s PTA leaders are not completely 
smug about their organization. The city has one of 
Missouri's most highly-rated school systems, but PTA 
membership sees many jobs yet to be done. This, 
rather than Clayton’s record, would seem to be the 
real mark of a good PTA: a willingness to look ahead, 
take on new tasks and strive toward new goals. ”

ECAN PIE is a prime favorite in the South; pumpkin 
Pre is one of New England’s prized desserts. Blend 
them into one superb pie, add the sweet-sharp flavor of 
orange juice and you have something brand-new, yet 
sure of popularity. 

And it's easily done, in today’s streamlined way. First 
make the pie shell—with failure-proof mix. Then scoop 
golden pumpkin from can to bowl. Open two more cans, 
one of milk and one of concentrated orange juice. Add a 
can of whole pecan meats ready to use. And that takes 
care of most of the work, most of the makings. 

Let the pie top off a dinner that is light but satisfying: 
a meat loaf, perhaps, with baked potatoes and a green 
vegetable; crisp celery and carrot sticks. 


ORANGE PUMPKIN PECAN PIE 

eggs, beaten Y% teaspoon salt 

cup sugar 142 cups canned pumpkin 

teaspoons cinnamon 3 tablespoons molasses 

teaspoon nutmeg cup evaporated milk 

teaspoon ginger can (6 oz.) undiluted frozen 

teaspoon allspice concentrated orange juice 

teaspoon cloves 9” unbaked pastry shell 

% cup pecan meats 

Combine beaten eggs, sugar, spices, salt, pumpkin and mo- 
lasses. Add evaporated milk and thawed orange juice; stir 
until smooth. Pour into pastry shell. Sprinkle with broken 
pecan meats, or make a border of whole pecan meats. Bake 
in a hot oven (450°) 15 minutes; reduce heat to moderate 
(350°), bake 40 minutes longer. Cool; garnish with 
whipped cream or whipped evaporated milk.

It’s a group called Poesia 
en Voz Alta — Poetry in a Loud Voice. That's really 
been all my acting experience until I went on stage and 
on TV in The Diary of Anne Frank. So you see how 
lucky I am. I have never before acted in films. 

“When I return to Mexico, people will say of me, 
‘That is Pina Pellicer, Marlon Brando’s new leading 
lady, and I will be recognized as somebody, and they 
will want me for jobs,and I think that’s very good for 
my career, especially if the picture turns out to be a 
big hit. Right now I have 170 pages of script, and 
there is no ending yet. But 1 am sure the picture will 
be a success, because ‘Marlon will not let it be anything 
else. He is a perfectionist.” 

In One-Eyed Jacks (the title may be changed mo- 
mentarily) Brando plays a Western gunman, who's 
betrayed by his crony, Karl Malden. Brando goes to 
jail, and accomplice Malden escapes to lead a new life 
and become the married and respected sheriff of a 
California frontier town. 

Out of jail, Brando and a new gunman plan a bank 
holdup in Malden’s community. Brando obtains his 
revenge by seducing Louisa, Malden’s lovely Mexican 
stepdaughter, played by Pina Pellicer. In the process 
he falls in love with the girl, arouses the bitter enmity 
of Malden and her suitor. What follows is dramatic, 
sadistic, photogenic murder and mayhem. 

According to the code of the Motion Picture Pro- 
ducers’ Association, Brando, having committed a mur- 
der in the film, should die in the end. But these days 
few producers adhere strictly to the code. Rugged in-

dividualist Brando will do what he thinks best. 

As producer, director, writer and star of this epic, 
Brando is in the enviable position of giving orders, 
not taking them. In fact, he’s occupied this position 
for three years, ever since he founded his own inde- 
pendent outfit, Pennebaker Productions. 

This company is being financed by Paramount Pic- 
tures, and while few at the studio will come right out 
and say it, Paramount is a mite worried. The studio 
invested more than $500,000 in One-Eyed Jacks be- 
fore it got off the ground. Production will probably 
cost another $2,000,000. Brando is not only a noyice 


director but the one fiercely independent actor in 
Hollywood no studio can control, rush or bully. 

For example, Brando was to pick out his horse for 
the film. Rather than report to the studio for the selec- 
tion, he ordered the whole remuda sent to his house. 

“I’ve been in this business 36 years,” one wrangler 
at Paramount told me, “and I’ve never seen anything 
like it. We had to put 17 horses in moving vans, get a 
motorcycle escort from the Los Angeles police depart- 
ment and transport the horses to. Brando’s house so 
he could pick his mount. I don’t know any other star 
we'd do this for. But around Paramount, the word 
nowadays is, ‘Keep Brando happy.’ ” 

When I asked a Paramount executive if this were 
true, he nodded. “This young man, at 34,” he ex- 
plained, “is one of the few actors people want to see. 
Look at how much money he brought in with Sayonara 
and The Young Lions. I know he’s unpredictable, ec- 
centric and strange, but he’s also a creative, thinking 
actor with ideas, and those ideas might be worth a 
fortune to the studio. 

“Alt you need to make a studio profitable is one suc- 
cessful star. Years ago, Mae West saved the day for 
us. Deanna Durbin did the same for Universal, and 
Shirley Temple made a fortune for Fox. Marlon 
Brando may be Paramount's ace in the hole. 


Brando Collaborates 


“A year or so ago MCA sent over a treatment by 
Rod Serling, the TV writer, of a Western called Guns 
Up. It’s based on a book by Charles Neider called The 
Authentic Death of Henry Jones. Marlon liked it. 
For the past year or so he and about five other writers, 
including Bill O’Brien, Calder Willingham, Guy 
Trosper, have been writing and rewriting it. 

“Finally, Marlon hired a director, Stanley Kubrick, 
to get the whole thing rolling in December. Next thing 
| knew he and Kubrick had a falling out, and Marlon 
took over the reins himself. He’s been directing for 
more than a month now, and the rushes look great.” 

I questioned Karl Malden, a superb actor himself, 
who not too long ago took a turn directing Richard 
Widmark in an excellent film, Time Limit. 

“Karl,” I said, “I want you to tell me the truth. Does 
Marlon know what he’s doing as a director? I watched 
him on the first day of location, and he was under- 
standably nervous. He didn’t want anyone on the set 
or to be interviewed. How’s he doing now?” 

Malden thought for a moment, then told me: 
‘“Marlon’s good. And there’s no reason why he 
Shouldn’t be. First, he’s sensitive, sharp and percep- 
tive. Second, he understands an actor’s problems. 
Third, he’s willing to prepare; and preparation, I can 
tell you, is the key to a director’s success. Take Elia 
Kazan [Streetcar Named Desire, Waterfront, East of 
Eden}. You know why Kazan is such a great director? 
Because he does his homework. Take a look at his 
script. It's three times fatter than anyone else's. He’s 
thought of every possible alternative, and he’s written 
it all down the night before. 

“Well, Marlon’s been doing the same thing on this 
picture. He’s staying up nights doing his homework, 
preparing the next day’s shooting. He’s been tactful, 
clear and painstaking with the whole cast and espe- 
cially with Pina Pellicer. Paramount's got nothing to 
worry about. They've given Marlon a chance, and 
he’s coming through.” 

Six months from now, when One-Eyed Jacks is 
scheduled for release, the public will pass judgment on 
how closely in talent director Marlon Brando approach- 
es actor Marlon Brando. If he is only half as good, 
that will be good enough. .

IKE MOST WOMEN, you've probably been in- 
L trigued by rumors that the new 49th state is a 
woman's paradise, where men outnumber women 16 
to 1 and a girl of any age is treated like a goddess. 
Are these reports the real McCoy? Recently, pho- 
tographer-reporter Nettie Daniels, as curious as any 
woman, set out to investigate. She trekked from Juneau 
to Fairbanks and back. She talked to veteran home- 
steaders on the Arctic tundra, to housewives in the 


Anchorage suburbs, to “cheechakos”, or newcomers, 


everywhere. 

Alaska, Miss Daniels found, is indeed a woman’s 
paradise—for some women. But there also are those 
like Anna Haakansen, who runs a boarding house here. 
Anna came to Anchorage from San Francisco nine 
vears ago in hopes of finding a husband. Now, she says, 
“There are plenty of men, and if you're young and 
pretty, you'll have no problem landing one. But then 
you won't have that problem anywhere else either.” 

Actually, photographer Daniels found, statistics are 
misleading. In the Far North, the 16-to-1 ratio holds; 
but around Anchorage and Juneau, where jobs for 
women are more common, the figure is more like 
4-to-1. But women are treated differently. 

Explains pretty Peggy O’Shea, 19, of Anchorage: 
“I have my own way of judging dates. I always wear 
hip boots in winter, to get through the snow.

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GIANT BEETLE THAT 
PEELS, EATS BANANAS 


Insect, One of World's Biggest, Hails From 
Africa, Now Lives at New York Museum

GIANT. BEETLE that likes to sit astride 

a banana all day, nudge the peel 

away with a pair of blunt black horns, 

then slowly but steadily munch the pulp, 

has been creating a stir at the American 

Museum of Natural History in New York 

City. John C. Pallister, research associate 

in the museum's Department of Insects and 

Spiders, believes it is the first beetle of its 
kind to be seen alive in this country. 

The big bug is the spectacular Go- 
liathus goliathus, well named because it is 
one of the world’s largest insects. It meas- 
ures 4% inches in length, has an 8-inch 
wing spread and weighs 1% ounces. 
(In photos at right and below the beetle ap- 
pears life size.) The goliath beetle is barely 
outclassed in bulk by the Central Ameri- 
can elephant beetle and in length by the 
West Indian Hercules beetle. 

Habitat of the goliath beetle is Africa. 
The museum's captive came from the town 
of Makokou in the Gabon region of French 
Equatorial Africa. It was left at the mu- 
seum by an anonymous donor who brought 
it trussed up with grass fibres in an empty 
coffee can. Although the Goliathus go- 
liathus was first described entomologically 
in 1770, not much is known about the 
species. Museum scientists, therefore, are 


glad for chance to study a living specimen. 

With its velvet-smooth, garnet - colored 
elytra or wing covers and its hard, glossy 
prothorax striped in black and white, the 
goliath beetle is a startling-looking bug. 
It lives high in the tops of fruit trees and its 
coloring is probably protective. It has a 
few enemies, like owls, hawks and car- 
nivorous monkeys. 

Most awesome feature of the goliath 
beetle, peculiar to the males of the species, 
is a pair of hard horns about one-quarter 
inch long. The beetles are essentially fruit 
eaters, but will rasp off bark on trees and 
vines with their horns to get at the sap. 
Although the males will push and ram each 
other with their horns in contests of strength 
over food and females, they are chivalrous 
toward the opposite sex. Often they will 
bring food to the female, then move away 
and remain still while the female eats. 

Museum scientists have offered their 
goliath beetle a variety of foods, but find 
that bananas are its first choice, pears a 
close second. It has rejected strawberries, 
persimmons and cooked peas. In a day’s 
feeding on a banana, the beetle will con- 
sume a tablespoon of the fruit. For photo 
at right banana was put in upright position 
by piercing it with ordinary desk spindle.

Jewish Hospital Establishes Unit for In-Patient Care 
Directed by Experts in Child Psychiatry Brought From England

N THE THIRD FLOOR he Jewish Hospital, a department 

has been opened for children with serious emotional dis- 

turbances. The children who enter are those whose 
principal reactions to their surroundings have been either to 
strike out violently or to withdraw. In the new unit, they find 
acceptance for these obviously abnormal responses — perhaps 
for the first time. The acceptance is by no means an end in 
itself, but rather is a first step in an intensive effort to help the 
children overcome their disturbances and learn to react to life 
in more normal ways. 

The facility is the first in St. Louis, and one of the few in 
the nation, devoted exclusively to psychiatric treatment of 
mentally ill children on an in-patient basis. The unit is op- 
erated on the “therapeutic community” concept, in which all 
other patients and all members of the staff — from scrub woman 
to directing psychiatrisi—are regarded as part of a team for 
“treating the individual child. From the cleaning women is 
needed a tolerance and understanding not normally required 
of those in such jobs. From the other children comes the give- 
and -take of life with which a patient will have to deal when 
he leaves the hospital. 

Intensity of the treatment is indicated by the fact that there 
is one nurse os every two to three children during waking 
hours. The staff, for a patient load which will not exceed 17, 
includes three psychiatrists, a psychiatric social worker, a 
psychologist and a recreational ist. The unit, which 
openéd last November, currently has eight patients, from 6 to 
12 years of age. While 12 is the usual maximum age for ad- 
mission, children as young as two will be taken in. The de- 
partment is intended gong | for treatment, but about one- 
third of the patients will be those admitted onl i a short 
period for diagnosis. This category might include children 
with brain damage or mental retardation. 

There are estimates that probably five children in a thou- 


sand are in need of treatment of the type offered in the new 
unit. Thus the rarity of such facilities is explained not by the 
lack of need, but by two other factors. One is the shortage of 
persons trained in child psychiatry, a field that has come into 
its own since World War II. The other is that the treatment, 
like all psychiatric care, is expensive. Costs of providing care 
and treatment in the new unit approach $35 a day per patient, 
and a child may need to stay as long as two years. This 
would run to more than $25,000. 

The difference between what patients’ families can pay 
and what is obtained from other sources will be met for the 
first eight years by a $600,000 grant from Miss Ellen Steinberg, 
from the Steinberg Charitable Trust — set up by her father, the 
late Mark C. Steinberg, an investment broker — and from Mrs. 
Steinberg. Additional funds were given by Miss Steinberg, her 
mother and the trust for the costs of establishing the unit, which 
is called the Ellen Steinberg Department of Child Psychiatry. 

The facility is headed by Dr. E. James Anthony, a pleasant, 
soft-spoken but decidedly determined Britisher. He was 
brought to St. Louis last fall from London where he had been 
in charge of the child research unit at the Institute of Psychiatry. 
Besides his post at Jewish Hospital, he is Blanche F. Ittleson 
professor of child psychiatry at Washington University School 
of Medicine, where he is organizing a department of child 
psychiatry. 

Dr. Anthony is well aware of the cost of treatment at the 
new unit, and is hopeful that means can be worked out so 
that no child has to be turned away for financial reasons. But 
he has no apologies for the expense. co elsewhere, 
he says, has shown that most of the children can be returned 
to a normal life. Without treatment, he adds, few of them 
ever would be able to lead useful lives, many would be a

Atomic Battery, Tiny but Terrific Cinaly rove 
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The tiny atomic generator, four and three- 
quarter inches in diameter and five and 
one-half inches high, provides power to light 
a bulb and turn a propeller. A _ similar 
atomic battery (left) is unshielded. Each 
contains one-third of a gram of radioactive 
fuel which will produce about 11,500 watt 
hours of power compared to 500 watt hours 
produced by conventional batteries in the 
Atlas satellite launched December 19. Size 
of device is indicated by pen at: lower left.

SMALL ATOMIC DEVICE that produces power 
by converting heat directly into electricity has 
been developed by this country. It weighs 

only five pounds but can produce as much elec- 
tricity over a 280-day period as 1450 pounds of 
conventional dry-cell batteries. The atomic bat- 
tery has no moving parts; the heat it turns into 
electricity comes from the decay of its radioactive 
fuel, polonium 210, which will last more than a year. 

ed SNAP III (Systems for Nuclear Auxiliary 
Power), the device generates five watts of electricity 
and is 20 times more efficient than previous devices 
based on the same principle. Efficiency is rated at 
8 to 10 per cent, or about the same as a steam 
locomotive. 

Although developed as a power source for 
satellites and space-missile systems, the atomic 
battery has potential application as a power source 
for air and sea navigational aids. The first model 
cost $15,000, exclusive of fuel, but it is estimated 
the cost could be brought down to $200 a unit in 
quantity production. 


President Eisenhower inspects the atomic battery, 
which was developed for the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission by the Martin Company of Baltimore. It is 
considered a significant break - through in the direct 
conversion of heat into electricity and a milestone 
in development of a lightweight, long-lived power 
source. ‘Although the device could be made several 
times larger, it is not likely to become a source of 
industrial power.

LMOST EVERY SUMMER AND FALL brush 
fires sweep over tinder-dry hills and through 
canyons overlooking Greater Los Angeles.

‘What's My Line?" Director

FTER nine years, director Franklin Heller still gets a kick out of putting “What's 
My Line?” on the air for CBS-TV each Sunday. 


The unpredictability of this TV panel 
show is what keeps him interested. 

"| expect the unexpected.” he said, 
"and I'm seldom disappointed.” 

Mark Goodson and Bill Todman crea- 
ted the program. and it first went on 
the air Feb. 2, 1950. Only mecerator 
John Daly and panelist Dorothy Kilcalien 
of the original crew are still with the 
program. Three weeks later Ariene 
Francis and He'ler jicined up 

Heller was brought in to make more 
of a visual en-ertainment out of whet

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NEW YORK, Jan. 24 [ UP!) 


was essentially a radio show. Heller had 
been directing TV network programs for 
a year at the time, and in those pioneer 
days that qualified him as an expert. 


“FROM THEN ON.” Heller exp'a ned 
"our basic plan has not chenced. The 
p-nel show is indicmenous to te'ev sion 
I's pure broadcast'ng not derived from 
the styee of movies. And <7ce we 
started the tyne—a type as de‘ rte as 
a melod-ama or a musica'—al! the rest 
heve fo'lowed the pattern.” 

The director said he had no idea that 
the show would last as long as it has 
But. as the years rol'ed by and i+ -e- 
mained ponular, he decded that there 
was a good reason for its loncev'ity— 
“nothing interests peovole more than 
peonle.” 

Heller sa'd that among the hundreds 
of aue-ts wiih odd occupations who have 
appeared on the show he remembers 
mest fontly the ba'd man who made 
was, a girl who sparred with a kanga- 
roo, a counter of whales, and a Japanese 
beker who specialized in making p zzas. 

“For some reason, pe-haps peculiar to 
me, he explained, “those strike me as 
t'e oddest we've had. Others m'cht pre- 
fer the worm raiser, the pol’sher of 
jelly beans, the chimney sweep, the 
mosquito inspector, or the zipper re- 
Pairman.”’ 

The most memorable event stemming 
from a person's appearance on the show 
he said, involved the elephant driver. He 
stumped the panel, but someone con- 
nected with the FBI was watching the 
telecast and recoqnized the quest as @ 
man wanted in Ohio.

Fred Astaire's Feet Nimble 


After 55 Years of Dancing 


wrt DANCER FRED ASTAIRE stepped into his own television special, “An 
Evening with Fred Astaire," on NBC-TV last Oct. 17, critics were virtually 


unanimous in acclaiming his show as 
one of the entertainment highlights of 
the year on TV. The network received 
so many requests for another Astaire 
show, or a repeat of his first one, that a 
filming of his October program has 
been re-scheduled. Originally set for 
Wednesday of this week. the date now 
has been changed to Feb: II. 

While the hour-long special, in which 
he sang as well as danced, marked As- 
taire's debut in television as a full- 
fledged star on his own, h's success in 
vaudeville, on Broadway and in the 
movies is now legend. In recent months 
he has ventured on occasion into te'e- 
vision drama. his latest rele being in 
“Man on a Bicycle,” a "GE. Theater” 
pilav oresented two weeks ago. 

A dancer for nearly 55 years—he will 
be 60 in Mav—the years have taken 
little out of the nimbleness of his 
feet. But when it's suagested to him that 
he's something of a cenius he says: 
"Rubbish. | just put mv feet in the air 
and mov2 them around.” 


BORN IN OMAHA WEB. May 10 
1899, Astaire qot his firct taste of danc- 
ing when, at the age of five. he and his 
sister, Adele, were sent to a dancing 
school. As a brother and sister team 
that was to become the dancing rage 
of Europe as well as America, they made 
their vaudeville debut in Peterson, N J., 
when Fred was 10. Two years later, while 
attending the Ned Wayburn New York 
School of Dance they made their New 
York debut at Proctor's Fifth Avenue 
Theater. 

Then came nine years on the vaude- 
ville circuits in the United States and 
Canada before they returned to Broad- 
way for their first big show, ‘Over the 
Top,” starring Ed Wynn. A number of 
other Broadway shows followed. 

The dance team split up in 1932 when 
Adele Astaire retired to marry Lord 
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Fred Astaire .. . At leisure on his 
San Fernando Valley horse breeding 
ranch. 


Charles Arthur Francis Cavendish, son 
of the Duke and Duchess of Devonshire. 
Astaire did a solo act in the Broadway 
show, “The Gay Divorcee,” and then 
went to Hollywood for the beginning of 
a 25-year career there. 

Astaire married Phyllis Livinaston Pot- 
ter in July, #933. She died in 1954. They 
had two children, Fred Jr.. born in. 1936, 
and Ava, born in 1942. He and daughter 
Ava live in Beverly Hills. As an avoce- 
tion, Fred hes @ San Fernando Valley 
ranch where he raises race horses, some 
of which are offspring of his famous 
Triplicate, Gold Cup winner. He also 
spends considerable time on the affairs 
of his 70 dance schools across the coun- 
try.
